THE MANHATTAN COMPANY'S 
BANK ROBBED OF $160,610. 
SUSPICIONS AROUSED BY TELLER SCOTT’S 

ABSENCE LEADING TO INVESTIGATION, 


SHOWING A LARGE DEFALCATION. 


When the bankers and brokers quitted 


Wall-street yesterday afternoon, and business 
‘was considered over for the day, the employes 
of one bank found no rest, but went on toiling 
until near midnight" They were the clerks 
of the Bank of the Manhattan Company, 
on the north side of Wall, between 
William and Nassau streets, and their 
work was directed by President D. C. 
Hays, and Cashier J.T. Baldwin. It was appar- 
ent toevery passer by that something unusual 
was going on. Inside the bank every gas jet was 
lighted, and the hurrying forms of men were 
cast as shadows on the polished glass of the 
front. A sturdy watchman was in charge of the 
door, and no informatiou was given to the most 
inquisitive. Questions were put in vain on the 
outside. 

Inside, ledgers and day books were being scru- 
tinized, cash books were gone over, accounts 
were balanced, checks were run over again and 
again, and every book and scrap of paper in 
the bank was brought before shrewd, scrutiniz- 
ing eyes. The object no one on the out- 

. Bide, and but few on the inside, could 
determine. At about 11 o’clock work 
inside the bank stopped. Clerks donned their 
coats, and busy fingers rested. Then the lights 
went down, the doors were opened, and President, 
Cashier, and clerks came out of the bankin a 
body only to scud away in separate directions 
without a word to any one. Cashier J. T. Bald- 
win entered a cab and was driven to THE TIMES 
‘office where he left the following letter for 
publication, as he did at other newspaper offices:

Dear Str: The Paying Teller of the Man- 
battan Bank not appearing at his desk this 
morning and sending no word accounting for 
his absence, the Directors were immediately 
summoned together and, after making a thor- 
ough examination of the entire cash of the 
bank, found a deficit of $160,610 42. This state- 
ment is made that the public may be accurately 
informed of the exact amount ef the defalca- 
tion. The capital of the bank is $2,050,000, and 
the unimpaired surplus, after deducting above 
Joss, $925,000. Yours respectfully, 

D. C. HAYS, President. 


Cashier Baldwin is a big, heavy, ruddy-faced 
man, and he was seen by a TIMES reporter last 
night as he was entering his coupé after leaving 
the publication office of the paper in company 
with an attache of the bank. He was ina hurry, 

. that was evident. He wssin a greater hurry as 
soon as spoken to about the defalcation. 


“What is the name of the Teller?” he was 
asked. 

“Put it Scott,” said Mr, Baldwin. 

“But his first name?” 

“Well, just say Scott. Iam acting under spe- 
cific orders, and cannot say more.” 

** Has he been arrested, is he to be arrested, or 
do you know where he is?” 

“AsItell you, Iam acting under specific or- 
ders. I can answer no questions and give you 
no information. Iam simply under orders, you 
understand.” 

Then Mr. Baldwin was whisked away up Broad- 
way. 

The discovery of Scott’s embezzlement was 
made unexpectedly yesterday morning, and 
prior to it the benk officers had no intima- 
tion or even suspicion that there was 
anything wrong. in his accounts. Scott 
failed to appear at the bank, when he 
was due, and as time passed without 
the arrival of any message from him, Mr. Hays 
and his. brother officers became suspicious of 
something Wrong. A meeting of the Board of 
Directors was immediately called, and an exam- 
ination at once ordered of Scott's ac- 
counts. The first circumstance tend- 
ing to confirm their suspicions was 
the discovery of the fact that the slate upon 
which Scott kept his temporary memoranda was 
missing. Additional search only made it more 
* evident that he had carried the slate with him. 
At the first examination his books did not ap- 
pear to contain any faise entries, but 
subsequent discoveries revealed the fact 
that he had charged up more gold 
on them than was in the vaults of the bank. 
This fact was brought to light only by counting 
the money in the vaults, which was begun as 
soon as the first necessarily hurried examination 
of the books was finished,and was continued with- 
out intermission until completed. It was by this 
count also that the amount of the embezzle- 
ment, $160,610, was determined. The _ in- 
vestigations, though prosecuted steadily, were 
not finished until 10:30 last night. Noth- 
ing was found to show that the embezzie- 
ment extended through any greater period of 
time than Monday, and the officers of the bank 
therefore arrived at the conclusion that the 
money was taken ina lump, and, as the entries 
overstating the quantity of gold in the vaults 
would indicate, altogether in bills. No securi- 
ties of any kind are missing. 


De Witt C. Hays, the President of the bank, 
was seen last night at his house, No, 15 East 
Ejighty-third-street. He said at first that all the 
information in the possession of the bank was 
conveyed in the notification sent out by its 
officers. 

*“*How was the discovery made?" Mr. Hays 
was asked. 

“Why, we discovered it only this morning 
through Scott’s failure to come to the bank. He 
did not come at his usual time, and as he had 
sent no message telling us why he was absent we 
naturally thought there was something wrong 
and at once calicd a meeting of the Directors 
and began an examination of his books.” 

“What method did he employ to abstract the 
money 7” 

“He does not seem to have employed any 
method at all, except to put the money in 
his pocket and walk off with it. I believe that 
he took the whole sum yesterday. There are 
no false entries in his books at all, except that 
more gold is accredited to the vaults than was 
really there. He coula make such an entry as 
that without exciting suspicion, as the gold in 
the vau!ts is not counted every day.” 

* How long hus be been overstating the gold 
in the vaults ?”” , : 

“Oh, no time at.ali. There areno false entries 
Wm the books except that I just spoke of.” 

* Where is Scott now ?”’ 


*We don’t knuw. When he did not come to 
ihe bank we sent at once to his house, but 
reither his wife nor -himseif were at home. 
Later his wife was found at Ler sister's, but she 
did not know what had become cf him. She 
said that he left home this morving to go to the 
bank and she was very much surprised to hear 
that he had not gone there.” 

“ Where does Scott live?” 

“] don’t know.” 

* Where does his wife's sister live.” 

* IT don’t know that, either.” 

* What is Scott’s Christian name ?” 

“T don’t know. Ican’t remember the names 
ef all the clerks, theve are too many of them.” 

“ How long bas Scott been with the bank ?” 

“ About 20 years.” 

“ Was he at all given to dissipation ?” 

* Notatall,as far as I know. Mr. Baldwin, 
the Cashier, thought 9. great dea! of him, and 
bad the fullest contidence in him. We never 
bad the slightest idea that he was the kindof a 
man to do such a thing. as he received a good 
salary, quite sufficient to support bim comfort- 
ebiy. He hasa wife but no children.” 

“What was his salary?” 

“Ican’t remember exactly, but I think it was 


about 00a yearn” 


“Have you made a complete investigation of 
the bank’s condition ?” 


“Oh, yes, we were down there until 10:30 


o'clock and went over everything thoroughly.” 


“Will the bank be crippled at all by the loss 
of this money ?” 


““Not in the slightest degree. The bank re- 
mains perfectiy solvent and perfectly able to 
meetall its obligations without the least em- 


barrassment,” ' 
Cashier Baldwin, when seen at his residence 


in Brooklyn at a late hour iast evening, said that 
Mr. Scott had been connected with the bank for 
20 years ormore. **‘He was a man in whom we 
had implicit trust,” saidhe. **He was my assist- 


ant when I was Paying Teller, and, so far as we 
know, his habits had been unexception- 
able. When he failed to appear this morn- 
ing it was a most astonishing thing. The 
defalcation cannot have been going on for any 
length of time, for we had comparatively little 
difficulty in getting at the facts. The Directors 
concluded to make a statement of the case to 
the public and give the whole truth at once, 
without any concealment whatever, and they 
hope that the public will believe them and believe 
that the institution is sound, and they make this 
statement after a most searching examination 
of the books and cash. So far as Mr. Scott is 
coucerned, we simply don’t know where he is. 
That’s all there is to say about it.” 

W.A. Camp, the manager of the Clearing 
House, was calied upon by a TIMES reporter last 
night, but could tell no more about the defalca- 
tion than he had learned from the letter President 
Hays had written to him. He added that the 
bank would not be affected by the defalcation. 
Its capital was $2,050,000, and there was a net 
surplus of $925,000 after deducting all the lia- 
bilities and the amount taken by the Teller. 

The Manhattan Company’s charter is one of 
the oldest, if not the oldest, issued to 
a financial institution in this country. It 
was wrung from a hostile Legislature main- 
ly through the earnest efforts of Aaron 
Burr, and was ostensibly granted for the pur- 
pose of enabling the Manhattan Company to 
procure a water supply for the city of New-York. 
It was considered a very valuable franchise, 
and many succeeding Legislatures attempted to 
break or modify it, but without snecess. Until 
two or three years ago the bank oc- 
cupied an old-fashioned building on 
the site of its present magnificent structure. 
Work on the present building was begun about 
two years ago, when the old structure, with its 
colossal figure of Neptune over the doorway, 
was torn down, and it was completed in 
February last. The new edifice is also 
of granite, seven stories high, with a dormer 
projection rising one story above the main roof, 
making the extreme height of the front of 
the building eight stories above the pave- 
ment. The huge granite blocks, 10 feet 
square and 20 feet long, composing the 
pilasters, and the entire front is polished toa 
height of two stories. The entrance is 
spanned by one of the finest granite 
arches to be found in any New-York build- 
ing. The ceilings and walls of the interior 
are finished in panels glazed and highly polished. 
During the erection of the new building the 
bank occupied temporary quarters on the west 
side of William-street, afew doors above Wall, 
in the building of the Liverpool and London 
and Globe Insurance Company. 

The Bank of the Manhattan Company was 
chartered on April 2, 1799. Its President is De 
Witt C. Hays: Vice-President—J. 8. Kennedy ; 
Cashier—J. T. Baldwin; Assistant Cashier 
—Edward A. Reid; Directors—George W, 
Smith, William H. Swan, John W. Har- 
er, James Talcott, Matthew C. D. Borden, 
tdgar S. Anchincloss, Edward F. Winslow, 
Henry K. McHarg, John Sloane, Stephen Baker, 
and John 8S. Kennedy. The last report of the 
bank, made Dec. 13, 1884, showed the, folowing 
condition of affairs:

MURDERED BY DESPERADOES.

A FATHER AND HIS SONS SHOOT’ AND ROB 
TWO OFFICERS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 2.—A special to the 
Journal from Evansville gives the particulars 
of an unusual tragedy in Dubois County, last 
night. Robert H. Reeves is a farmer living in 
Columbia Township, Dubois County. He is 
about: 60 years old and somewhat of 
a bara character, having already served a term 
in prison. He has two sons—John, aged 85, and 
George, aged 30. They are saloon keepers in 
Terre Haute, and are rated as desperadoes. For 
the past year they have been in the habit or visit- 
ing their father every two or three months and 
remaining eight or ten days. There has been 
anindictment for grand larceny in Martin County 
hanging over their beads for two years past, but 
for some reason no attempt has ever neen made 
to serve it. About a week ago the Sheriff of 
Dubois County received the warrant, with in- 
structions to arrest the boys, who were then at 
their father’s farm. The Sheriff swore in two 
Deputy Sheriffs, John Gardner and William 
Cox, for this purpose. The two Depu- 
ties found no. opportunity to _ arrest 
the men until yesterday; when the old 
man Reeves came to Jasper, leaving his two sons 
about a mile anda half fromtown. The Depu- 
ties, by watching the old man, found the hiding 
place of their men at about 5 o’clock and ar- 
rested them. While going to town old man 
Reeves said to Gardner: * That’s a pretty pistol 
you have; let me see it.”’ The officer handed 
his bo eage to Reeyes, whereupon the prisoner 
tried to shoot him, but was prevented by Cox 
drawing hisown revolver, and telling Reeves 
not to attempt to fire. Reeves thereupon shot 
Cox in the wrist, causing his pistol to drop from 
his hand. Old Reeves then fired two shots at 
Cox, one entering tne thigh and the other lodg- 
ing in the back, paralyzing bim from the waist 
down. Meanwhile the 80ns had opened fire 
upon Gardner, shooting him four times, two 
shots taking effectin his back, one in the left 
arm, and one in the forehead between the eyes. 
After both were rendered. helpless, the two 
young men went through Gardner's pockets, 
securing $10 in money and some valuable papers, 
They also appropriated Gardner’s and Cox’s 
revolvers and their horses, and escaped, coming 
south toward Evansville. The wounded officers 
lay suffering intense agony until about 7 
o'clock last evening, when they were dis- 
covered by farmers and brought to Jasper, 
where medical attendance was procured, 
Gardner lingered until 1 o'clock this morning, 
when he died, after having suffered greatly. 
Cox is alive at this hour, but death is momen- 
tarily expected. Nothing has been heard of the 
murderers, and the authorities have taken no 
steps toward their apprehension. The officers re- 
main inactive simply because no reward has been 
offered for the arrest of the criminals. Both 
the murdered men were well known and es- 
teemedin the community. Gardner was for a 
long time a resident of Evansville, and was 
known as a brave and kind-hearted fellow. Both 
men leave families. The citizens are excited and 
joud in condemnation of the inaction of the 
authorities.

AN EARTHQUAKE IN INDIA

TRE CAPITAL OF CASHMERD: IN 


RUINS. 
TERRIFIC SHOCKS IN AND ABOUT SERINAGUR 
—HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE KILLED OR 
WOUNDED—RELIEF WORK. 


; LonpDon, June 2,—A dispatch from Ser- 
inagur, India, says that city was visited by a 


frightful earthquake on Sunday last. The 
shocks, which occurred at intervals of 10 
minutes, were of great violence. The greater 
part of the city was destroyed, and the cavairy 
barracks are a mass of ruins. Fifty per- 
sons are known to have been killed, and 
hundreds of the injured have already been 
taken from the general wreck. The total 
loss of life or the number of the maimed 
must remain unknown for several days, as many 
of the inhabitants still Me buried in the ruins, 
When the shocks were first félt and the people 
realized that they were being subjected to the 
awful possibilities of an earthquake the wildest 
panic seized them. Every one able to do s0 
rushed from the tumbling houses and fied to the 
boats on the river and on the lakes, or sought 
the open country. The terrified inhabitants are 
now encamped in the fields that surround the 
town. 

Serinagur is near, the centre of the Vale of 
Cashmere, and that whole territory experienced 
the terrible earthquake shocks. The damage 
caused throughout the vale is enormous. The 
loss in cattle alone is very great. The affrighted 
people seem to be utterly helpless and suc- 
cor is being sent: them as rapidly as the 
Indian authorities can organize relief. _Many of 
the houses yet standing show large rents in tho 
walls, and must be razed to the ground. The 
shocks have not yet ceased, and this fact greatly 
retards the work of rescuing the people pinned 
down in the débris, and it is feared that many of 
these must perish before they can be reached by 
the relief parties, 

Serinagur, also called Cashmere, is a town 
of India, the capital of Cashmere, near the 
centre of the Vale of Cashmere. ‘It is said to 


have been founded by Pravara Sén early in the 
sixth century, and is built on botn banks of the 
River Jhelum. Many of its houses are built of 
wood, with balconies and carved lattice win- 
dows, with projecting upper stories propped 
on poles and overhanging the little canals that 
in certain parts are the streets. Over the river are 
seven bridges, fashioned of beams laid on stone 
and timber piers. The palace is in the fort on 
the south side of the river. Several small 
Hindu temples are in the town and the chief 
mosques are the Jimi mosque and that of Shah 
Hamadan. The latter is a very prominent build- 
ing. Itis topped by alittle wooden spire; its 
walls are of stone and timber and its wooden 
roof islowand sloping. The old pleasure gar- 
dens of the Mughals are on the shores of the Dal 
Lake. The finely formed inhabitants of Cash- 
mere are now mostly Mohammedans, but their 
a Sens nto has been weakened by poverty and 
sedentary occupations in close rooms. The 
shawl weavers of Serinarur were, a few years 
ago, estimated to be about 22 per cent. of the in- 
habitants. Since then, however, this percent- 
age has been reduced by reason of the smaller 
demand for Cashmere shawls. An attempt has 
been made by the Mahara Jd to offset this by 
advancing the interests of silk manufactures, 
France has been the best market for shawls 
and native art has been crippled by French 
patterns. Shaw! and blanket weaving employ 
many hands at Islimdbdd, where also a sort of 
coarse chintz is made. Many persons are em- 
ployed in embroidering fine woolen cloths, not 
only in Cashmere, but also in the Indian settle- 
ments Murprir, Amritsar, and Ludhidna. In 
Serinagur many are busy in| manufacturing 
various articles in papier miché and ornamental 
painted woodwork. Silversmiths make money 
in ornamental vases, flower holders, goblets, 
&c., silver and silver gilt. A smaller number 
of persons is employed on engraved and em- 
bossed copper work andin the manufacture of 
ornamental vessels of tinned copper. There isa 
very good kind of paner made in Cashmere, and 
a museum of the products and manufactures of 
this place was established at Serinagur in 1875. 

The report of 1873, prepared by order of the 
Mahardéjaé, gives the population of Cashmere, 
which is an elevated and inclosed valley in the 
Himalaya Mountains north of the Punjab, as 
nearly 492,000 at that time, and of these about 
64,000 were Hindus and the rest Moslems, about 
4 per cent. of the latter being Shiites. The esti- 
mated population of Terinagur was about 
132,000, of which nearly 40,000 were Hindus, 
Since the famine of 1878 there has been a great 
falling off, which has been caused by deaths and 
emigration. The language of Cashmere, spoken 
only in the valley itself and in the few neighbor- 
ing settlements of Kashmiris in the adjacent 
hills and in Northern India, is of the 
Aryan family. Sbawis and other woolen 
fabrics, rice, fruits, and saffron are the 
chief articles of export, and the chief imports 
are English piece goods,. Indian cloths, shawl 
wool, metals, precious stones, skins, felts, dye- 
stuffs, tin, charas, (hemp an, groceries, and 
salt. The gross annual value of the imports is 
about £210,000, and of the exports about 
£172,000. On account of the smaller demand for 
shawls the latter amount is less than formerly, 
Cashmere’s gross annual revenue is thought to 
be about £550,000, and of the Mahardja’s whole 
territories about £800,000, the principal source 
of income being the land revenue. ‘he Maha- 
raja has established at Serinarur and elsewhere 
dispensaries, with native medical men educated 
in India. He has also built at his own expense a 
commodious hospital at Serinagur for the 
medical mission, 


SERINAGUR, June 2.—The Mohammedan 
mosque in the little town of Sopur, 20 mites 
north of Serinagur, was demolished and 200 per- 
sons were killed.

INCIDENTS OF THE HUGO FUNERAL 
A BARON’S GARDEN WALL—THE ANARCH- 
ISTS A SMALL MINORITY. 

Paris, June 2.—On the Avenue des 
Champs Elysées, at the Rue de Boetie, stands 
the fine residence of the Baron Roger. Desiring 
to protect his grounds from the intrusion of the 
crowds who were gathering even at midnight to 
secure good places wherefrom .to view the 
funeral procession of Victor Hugo, the Baron 
employed a number of masons to imbed on the 
garden wall a quantity of broken glass. The 
crowd opjected to this proceeding, saying that 


though the Baron had a legal right so to act, be 
was morally wrong, because in the event of a 
crush the people would be torn and cut by the 
giass. The masons, however, giving no heed to 
the protests of the oem. the latter compelled 
them to desist, demolished what work they had 
already done, and took possession of the wall. 
The Baron called upon the polics, but under the 
circumstances they refused to interfere. 

The Anarchists, in their demonstrations yes- 
terday, showed that they are an insignificant 
minority. When the police seized the red flags 
= gay de Boulogne, the crowd applauded 
the act. 

It is estimated that fully 1,000,000 people lined 
the streets through which moved the procession 
fromthe Arc de Triomphe to the Pantheon. The 
ceremonies attending the transfer were not 
finished until 8 o'clock in the evening. There 
was nota single priest to be seen along the en- 
tire route. papier maché statue of 
Victor Hugo watching the procession was 
placed in front of the Pantheon. The 
enormous crowd for the most part 
was composed of the working and middle 
classes, who treated the event as a holiday. 
There was not much emotion manifested. There 
was an absence of that feeling or sentiment 
which might be fairly looked for at a great na- 
tional funeral. The general appearance of the 
people did not differ ina great degree from that 
which may be witnesscd at a review of the 
«troops or other popular festival. It did differ in 
this, however—there was a marked absence of 
shouting or horseplay. The police treated with 
seeming indifference the occasional display of 
red flags. They quietly asked the holders to 
hide them, and if the request was refused then 
they snatched away the flags and allowed the 
holders to go their way without further mo- 
lestation.

A fail- 
ure to prosecute Dr. Gunn, they think, will be 
accepted as a confession of inability to face the 
record. The Senator will demand a retraction 
by Dr. Gunn. 

The Senator's statement of his interview with 
the doctor is as follows: “I met Dr. Gunnin 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel corridoron May 1. My 
son Walter accompanied me. My family had 
just arrived from Florida that morning, and I 
was in New-York to meet and accompany them 
home. No such conversation as Dr. Gunn is re- 
ported to have repeated ever occurred between 
us. My son Walter could not help but 
hear the conversation, as be sat on a 
setteo at my left and the doctor at 
my right, and we talked in an ordinary tone of 
voice. Noconversation was had between us ex- 
cept that which occurred there on the sofa. The 
conversation lasted, I should say, not to exceed 
from five toten minutes. I introduced my son 
to the doctor. Wetalked some about the South. 
Then the doctor talked to me about a bill 
to incorporate the New-York Medical 
College of Physicians and Surgeons that 
was then before the. Committee on 
miscellaneous corporations. He had hoped the 
committee would report the bill favorably. I 
stated in substance that the statute of 1853 would 
seem to afford full authority to incorporate. He 
claimed that application had been made to the 
Board of Regents under the act and a certificate 
of incorporation was refused, and that the Re- 
gents were prejudiced against the Eclectic Medi- 
cal Colleges. stated thatthe Board of Ke- 
gents was composed of gentlemen of in- 
tegrity, and I did not believe that the 
members would permit their prejudices so to 
rule them as to do injustice to any parties. We 
talked in a genera! way about the bill. I did not 
say to Dr. Gunnin words or substance that I 
must have $500 to report the bill favorably, and 
that then I would go upon the floor of the Sen- 
ate and argue in its favor. Nor didI desire a 
guarantee of $1,000 additional to be_ paid 
if the bill became a law. Nor did I tell 
him in words or substance that there was a 
chance to make a glowing speech initsfavor. I 
never had a thought about receiving money for 
my action on the bill, nor did I ask Dr. Gunn or 
any other person for any. I opposed the bill 
upon what I thenand now believe to be tenable 
and constitutional grounds—that it is special 
legislation, and that the act of 1853 con- 
fers full power upou the Board of Regents 
to grant a certificate of incorporation to the so- 
ciety. In my argument upon the bililreada 
letter from the Hon. Mr. Murray, Secretary of 
the Board of Regents, in which he stated that 
the Board of Regents recognized its obligations 
under the act of 1853, and stands ready to grant 
charters under this act, and that the rea- 
son why the charter was not’ granted 
to Dr. Gunn and others upon their ap- 
plication made in October, 1883, was because 
they were not satisfied, in the sense of the law, 
that the legal conditions had been complied 
with. That was my position in the Senate. Iso 
argued upon the bill when it came before that 
body and I so believe to-day. I bad no personal 
feeling in the matter whate¥er. Dr. Gunn is a 
comparative stranger tome. {had seen him but 
once betore, aud that was in the committee room 
at Albany. 

Walter Coggeshall, the Senator’s son, a lad of 
16, was subsequently seen, and when asked if he 
remembered meeting Dr. Gunn with his father 
in New-York on May 1, said he did. His father 
introduced him, and the doctor spoke a few 
words to him. The conversation with his father, 
he said, was about a Medical College bill which 
was before the Legislature. He said there was 
no mention of money and his father and Dr. 
Gunn appeared to have an ordinary pleasant 
conversation about the biil, which his father 
gave his reasons for not favoring. When asked 
if the doctor and bis father had any conversa- 
tion apart from him, he answered “* No.” He 
remembered that Dr. Gunn gave his father his 
card when they parted, and the doctor invited 
his father to call upon him whenever he was in 
town. 


Dr. Robert A. Gunn was at his house, No. 45 
East Twenty-second-street, last evening. He 
was in a cheerful frame of mind, and calmly de- 
clared that every word of his accusation against 
Senator Coggeshall was true. Dr. Gunn madea 


statement toa TIMES reporter substantially as 
follows: “I went to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on 
Friday evening, May 8, to see Senator Coggeshall 
in relation to the bill incorporating the New- 
York College of Medicine and Surgery. I went 
in response to a telegram from the Senator, and, 
supposing that he was stopping at the hotel, I 
walked up to the desk und asked if Senator 
Coggesball wasin. Theclerk informed me that 
no such person was stopping there, and I turned 
to comeaway. Just then I saw the Senator sit- 
ting on one of the settees in the corridor. He 
shook hands with me and introduced me to his 
son, who sat by his side. I judged that the boy 
was 16 or 17 years old. 

**T sat down on the settee and the Senator and 

et gay began talking about the Eclectic College 
bill. Something was said about there being 
strong opposition to the bill and I said that I 
hoped the Senator, who was Chairman of the 
committee having the billin charge, would re- 
port it promptly. As we talked the Seuator be- 
gan to get a little Worked up and nervous, and we 
arose from the settee and moved slowly toward 
the door. The Senator’s son rose and walked in 
the opposite direction toward tbe hotel oflice. 
It was then that Senator Coggeshall said to me 
that inasmuch as he would have to stand criti- 
cism trom the old school doctors in his district 
he thought he ought to have compensation if he 
favored the bill. I was surprised at such a sug- 
gestion and said: * What do you mean by that?’ 
The Senator replied: * Well, I think I ought to 
get $500 for reporting the bill and $1,000 more if 
it passes.’ 
»:* J was so astonished at such a proposition 
that I did~not know what to say. Generally I 
can express myself very clearly and promptly, 
but this time Icould not. Finally I said to the 
Senator: ‘So far as Iam concerned it is impos- 
sible to do anything of the kind. I will com- 
municate with some of my friends, and will 
write you.’ The Senator requested that [ would 
write to him so that he would get the letter by 
the following Monday eyening. I went home 
and related what had occurred to my wife and 
Dr. Carey, who is in the office with me. The more 
I thought the matter over the more indignant I 
got, andon Sunday I wrote to Senator Cogge- 
shall telling him that ne need not expect any 
pecuniary reward for favoring the bill. I also 
wrote to Senator Thomas reciting all of the 
facts in the case and giving him the substance 
of my letter to Senator Coggeshall. I have never 
heard directly from Senator Thomas in reply to 
my communication to him, but my counsel was 
assured that, if necessary, Senator Thomas 
would bave used my letter in the committee 
during the consideration of the Eclectic College 
b ” 


Dr. Gunn stated that ‘he intended to prepare 
last evening, a personal affidavit narrating all 
that had occurred between Senator Coggeshall 
and himself, and he would include in the atii- 
davit a copy of the letter sent 4 him to Senator 
Coggeshall. *He was willing that his affidivit 
should be widely published.

THE MARAUDING INDIANS CAPTURED. 
Bowlk, Arizona, June 2.—The troops fol- 

lowing the renegade Indians’ trail with scouts 

from Apache, on the head waters of the Gila 

River, are reported as having captured the main 

portion of the band, including the squaws, and 


are now en route for Apache with their prison- 
ers. It is supposed that only about 50, all told, 
got away to Mexico. A small band are supposed 
to be in the mountains north of here, but their 
number is notknown. Thecampaign is virtually 
ended on this side of the line. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Adjt.-Gen. Drum 
received a telegram to-day from Assistant Adjt.- 
Gen. Barker at Whipple Barracks’ saying that 
dispatches from Fort Thomas report that a 
scouting party to Black Rock ascertained ;tbat 
not more than three Indians were engaged in 
horse stealing. The commanding officer at San 
Carlos says he had a count of the Indians 
at the agency Sunday with the exception of 
those on the Aribaypa and San _ Pedros, 
and found all who belong to San Carlos, Ten 
women and children of the Natchez band have 
left. The posts of Apache, Grant, Thomas, and 
San Carlos are on the watch to keep track of 
those who should be on the reservation. Infor- 
mation from all available sources indicates that 
no Indians have attempted to leave and join the 
hostiles except, perhaps, the three who are en- 
gaged In horse stealing at Black Rock. 


LICENSES FOR NY ACK. 

Nyack, N. Y., June 2.—The Excise Board 
held another meeting to-day and granted 15 
more licenses, several of them being applicants 
who were refused licenses a month ago. Among 
them were Lawrence McMahon, of Nyack, and 
James Sarvent, of Piermont, who were last year 
urrested throuh the Law and Order Society and 
tricd for violation of the Inw. This makes 35 
licenses grauted this yearin the town where only 
4 were granted last year, although it is believed 
there will not be any more liquor sold here in 
tke future than there bas been in the last year, 





THE IRON WORKERS’ FIGHT 


.ONE HUNDRED MILLS CLOSED AND 
OVER 58,000 MEN IDLE. 


A HISTORY OF THE AMALGAMATED ASSOCIA- 
- TION, WITH A REVIEW OF ALL THE 
.! GREAT STRIKES. 


” Prrrspura, Penn., June 2.—The iron 
workers having temporarily suspended the 


manufacture of iron,’ devoted a large part of 


to-day to the manufacture of rumors that this 
firm and that firm had signed the scale. These 
were in due time bestowed on reporters, who 
carried them to the various firms spoken of to 
havea prompt end put to their ephemeral ex- 
istence. There were no signers to-day. President 
Weihe, of the Amalgamated Association, refused 
torecognizethe scale signed by A. M. Byers & Co. 
yesterday; because certain clauses in it were 
stricken out by Mr. Byers. The paper was re- 
turned and the miil will remain closed. There 
are now 100 mills closed in the districts controlled 
by the Amalgamated Association, over 58,000 
men are idle, and $116,000 a day taken out of cir- 
culation. In Pittsburg and vicinity alone 14,000 
men are affected by the shut-down. By States 
the men affected are: In Western Pennsylvania, 
19,630; in Ohio, 12,000; in Indiana, 6,000; in Illinois, 
14,000; in Michigan, 1,000; 1n Wisconsin, 3,000, and 
in West Virginia, 2,500. 

Joseph D. Weeks, Secretary of the Manufact- 
urers’ Association, was in receipt of telegrams 


to-day from the majority of the iron centres of 
the country. He reports no further move made 
by the manufacturers outside of Pittsburg. At 
Youngstown the contest is more excitin 

than in ayy All the mills there an 

throughout the ahoning Valley, with the 
exception of one at Sharon, are closed. 
The manufacturers send word that they are 
firm. . ‘They will not sign the present scale, while 
on the other hand the workmen of that section 
are as solid as a rock. Notwithstanding these 
reports of determination coming from both 
sides and from various sections, there are many, 
perhaps a majority of those directly interested, 
who believe the strike will be of short duration. 

The workmen are so confident of winning that 
they propose to call another district convention. ° 
But this time it is not for the purpose ot protest- 
ing against further concessions, as was the .case 
a week ago, but to demand the withdrawal by 
the workmen's conference committee of the 
concessions already made, and the substitu- 
tion of a demand for the renewal of 
the old scale. Special meetings of the lodges 
will be held next Saturday for this object. Those 
in this district who advocate this course count 
on the support of the Youngstown district. As 
the Pittsburg district has 16 of the 80 votes in 
the National Convention they entertain no 
doubt that they can inducethe conference com- 
mittee to adopt this policy. 

The present is the second great contest since 
its inception in 1875 that the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation, now the most powerful trades union in 
the country, has entered upon. Previous to 
1875 the iron workers of the West were not 
organized as one body, but had _ three 
separate unions—the Sons of Vulcan, com- 

osed exclusive?y of puddiers; the United 

eaters and Koliers’,and Nailers’ Unions. Each 
class of workmen had up to that date fought 
its own battles single handed, and the manufact- 
urers had, by reducing the wages of each body 
separately, succeeded in keeping them down. In 
the Spring of 1875 an attempt to reduce the pud- 
Glers’ wages from $475 to $4 a ton pro- 
duced a general strike among that class 
of men, which lasted for nine months. The 
finishers continued working till all the iron in 
stock at their respective mills was used up. The 
strike was ended by a compromise ugreement, 
fixing the price of puddling at $4 50 when the 
card rate for bars was 2}4 cents per pound. 

During this strike negotiations were entered 
into between the three unions of workmen 
which resulted in their consolidation into one 
body, the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers. Under the puddlers’ scale agreed 
upon after the strike of 1875 their wages rose as 
high as $7 50a ton, and could not fall below $5. 

in 1881 a local strike began in the Cincinnati 
district, the manufacturers refusing to pay $6a 
ton for puddling while the Pittsburg manu- 
facturers paid only $5 50, although it had always 
been the custom to pay 50 cents aton more in 
the former than in the fatter district. After 
a struggle which. lasted six months the man- 
facturers agreed to pay $6 a ton for the 
remainder of the year 1881, on condition that the 
price for the Cincinnati and Pittsburg districts 
should after that year be thesame. In the year 
1882 came what is known in the iron manufact- 
uring districts asthe “big strike.” This arose 
from the extreme confidence of the work- 
men in the strength of their organization 
and the anxiety of the Cincinnati puddlers 
to keep their wages at $6. and of the Pittsburg 
men to thereby gain an advance of 50 cents a 
ton according to the terms under which the Cin- 
cinnati strike ended. After a bitter struggle of 
between three and four months, during which 
the workmen suffered yreat privations, they 
were forced to yield and accept the $5 50 rate. 

Thus the strike which began yesterday differs 
from its predecessor in the fact that while the 
latter was on the question of puddlers’ wages 
the former relates more to the wages of the fin- 
ishers. Stili the manufacturers have not for- 
gotten to givethe puddlers a direct interest in 
the struggle by raising a fight on the demand 
of the Amalgamated Association that all iron 
cracked or tawed which is made from old rails 
1s to be paid for. 


PITTsBURG, Penn., June 2—The scale 
adopted by the nail manufacturers at their 
meeting in Cincinnati last week has just been 
made public. The fact that the manufacturers 
this year are treating with a new organization, 
the United Nailers of America, instead of the 
Amalgamated Association, makes the wage 
issue more than ordinarily interesting. 
The reduction proposed by the manufactur- 
ers is much larger than was generally 
supposed. The card rate runs down to $1, 
whereas last year’s agreement was on a basis of 
a $2 50 card rate. The proposed scale advances, 
and declines 1 cent for each 25cents per keg. The 
workmen have refused to accept it, and every 
nail factory in the West but one, the Bellaire 
Nail Works, have closed down. 

The beam hands employed in three Allegheny 
city tanneries have struck against a reduction 
of $1 per week in their wages. 


PorTsvILLE, Penn., June 2.—A labor dis- 
turbance took place here this morning, which 
for a time threatened serious trouble. About 10 
o’clock 200 Italian and Hungarian laborers em- 
ployed on the Reading and Pottsville Railroad 
between this city and Schuylkill Haven, who 
bad struck for 15 cents a day advance in wages, 
marched into town carrying clubs and red tlags, 
and proceeded to Coal-street, where a large 
torce of their countrymen are at work laying 
track. They attempted to induce these to join 
them, and failing in this they became threaten- 
ing. A force of police officers appeared on the 
scene and uttempted to arrest the ringleaders. 
The mob resisted. The otlicers drew their re- 
volvers and bloodshed seemed inevitable. Fi- 
nally some 20 of the strikers were capturea, 
taken before a magistrate, and sent to jail. The 
strikers then dispersed. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 2.—Three 
hundred and fifty coal miners at the Soddy mines 
in this counry are outon strike because of a 10 
per cent, reduction. 

SEE AOE 
TENNESSEE FUNDING SCHEMES. 

NASVHILLE, Tenn., June 2.—The recom- 
mendation made to the Legislature by Gov. 
Bate that when bonds are hereafter presented 
for funding the interest due on coupons attached 
from July 1, 18838, to July 1, 1885, be incorporated 
in the face of the new or settlement bond, 1n- 
stead of being paid, has not been weil received 


in'financial circles. The recommendation was 
based upon the fact that the presentation of 
bonds by the holders who kept them back to 
await the late decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, which was that 
the State is Mable for _ their pay- 
ment, would exhaust the funds in the 
Treasury. The Banner, a State credit journal, 
holds that by carrying out the Governor's rec- 
ommendation the State will. not only default in 
the payment of its interest, but absolutely 
force the creditors to accepta3 per cent. bond 
(nearly the entire debt yet unfunded being of 
that class) for the money thus due them as past 
due interest. The Banner announces this even- 
ing that measures are being framed looking to 
the adoption of jegislation of a character similar 
to that the Banner has suggested. Either Treas- 
ury certificates bearing 6 per cent. interest, 
redeemable at the pieasure of the State, will 
be issued to take up the due coupons, or the 
Governor will ve authorized to borrow money 
to pay the interest when such a course is neces- 
sary. The coupons will not bear interest ex- 
cept from the date when they were due, and not 
from the day of their date, as this latter would 
give an advantage to bondholders who have hela 
back over those who have promptly funded. 
Lither of the above measures will be acceptable 
to Gov. Bate. He will approve a bill allowing 6 
per cent. on interest oqupons which caunot be 
paid.

SEVERAL IMPORTANT BILLS CONSIDERED 
YESTERDAY, 
Axpany, N. Y., June 2.—Gen. Curtis and 


Controller Chapin appeared before the Govern- 
or to-day in relation to bills concerning the 
‘ public printing. One bill provides that a com- 
mission, composed of the Secretary of State and 


Controller, shall advertise in two papers in 
Albany, New-York, Syracuse, and Buffalo 
for a contract to do the State printing 


for two years, bids to be open from June 
to October, and the contract to be closed 
in the~- latter month. Reports from the 
public institutions of the State, which are now 
jin some cases a year and a half behind, must 
hereafter be submitted to the Legislature before 
an. 10. Gen. Curtis explained that the maiu ob- 
ect sought was uniformity in printing the re- 
ports and having them sent to the Legislature 
early in the session. No Printing Committee 
would in future be needed in either house. The 
bill provides for the number of reports that shall 
be printed for each department and institution 
of the State. Heretofore the sole business of the 
Chairmen of the Printing Committees was the of- 
fering of resolutions prepared for them by agents 
ot the printing contractor to have one, two, 
or three thousand copies of a certain report 
printed, and this had 4 tendency to cause great 
waste and extravagance, as thousands upon 
thousands of unimportant reports were Beh ters 
that the people never saw nor read, and which 
soon found their way tothe junk shop. Another 
bill requires the Controller to publish a 
complete list ot the expenditures of the 
State, to include a detailed and itemized 
list of all warrants, giving thé name of 
each person incurring =o, to be included 
in the general annual report. This will compel 
the Controller to put in print what he now keeps 
on file in his department. In the case of a re- 
ort of an investigating committee sent to New- 

ork it will be necessary to give fuil details of 
their hotel expenses in the bill they render to 
the Controller. Gen. Curtis said he hoped they 
would not make the mistake a committee once 
made of charging for fires in a hotel in the 

. month of June. 

A host of Long Island people attended the 
hearings on the bills concerning their particular 
interests, among which was the bili discussed re- 
peatedly before the Assembly Committee. on 
Cities during the legislative session relativé to- 
the, settlement of a basis of taxation on Long 
Island City. In favor of this bill were Mayor 
Petry, Judge Munson, Senator Otis, W. H. 
Williams, City Treasurer Blackwenn, Cor- 
poration Counsel Pdyne, and Police Com- 
missioners Chapman and Theodore Shultz 
Against the bill were ex-Senator Co- 
vert, Counselor Burnett, Alexander Maran, 
E. J. Wolsey, and Augustus Rapalye. Judge 
Munson upheld the bill, saying it was demanded 


Island City, and that those who opposed it were 
less than half a dozen persons, large owners of

ter 383, Laws of 1878, and section 192 of the New- 
York Consolidation act. 

Gen. Louis Wagner, of Pennsylvania, and Gen. 
Barnum, of New-York, explained to the Gov- 
ernor the item inthe Supply bill of $10,000 for 
the Gettysburg Battlefield Memorial Association 
for the purpose of marking the positions of the 
New-York regiments and batteries engaged in 
the battle of Gettysburg. New-York was repre- 
sented by 86 organizations. The other States 
that have already seeenee eee money to com- 
memorate the positions of their respective troops 
are Mussachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, and 
Delaware.

DEATH OF EX-AUDITOR REYNOLDS. 


eee RIE 
FALLS THROUGH A VENTILATING 
HATCHWAY AND IS KILLED. 

St. Lovurs, Mo., June 2.~This morning 
R. L. Reynolds, ex-First Auditor of the Treasury 
Department in Washington, was killed at the 
Southern Hotel by a fail through the ventilat- 
ing hatchway from the third floor to the marble 
floor of the rotunda, a distance of about 40 feet. 
The fall was almost instantly fatal, and Mr. 
Reynolds was not able to speak when assistance 
reached him, but gasped two or three times and 
died. The body was taken to the Morgue, the 
Coroner was notified, and a telegram was sent 
to Mr. Bell, Superintendent of Foreign Mails, in- 
forming him of the accident and requesting him 
to communicate the facts to the family of the 
dead man, who resides in Washington, in 
order that disposition in accordance with their 
wishes might be made of the remains. 

At the time of the accident several persons 
were standing near the hatchway on the lower 
floor, They. heard Mr. Reynolds fall and: ran 
to his aid. The fall broke his back and leg and 
fractured his skull. The dying man attempted 
to speak, but the tongue refused articulation. 
His hat was found on the third floor, near the 
balustrade of the air shaft, indicating that 1t 
was from that point he bad fallen. 

Mr. Reynolds arrived in the city yesterday to 
visit C. H. Albers, who resides at No. 42 Nichol- 
son-street, and is a member of the commission 
tirm of C. Henry Albers & Co., No. 108 North 
Third-street, Last night at about 11 o’clock he 
came down to the Southern Hotel, telling Mr. 
Albers that he was to meet a man from the West 
this morning. He was given room No. 272, and 
registered his name and address in a very weak 
and nervous hand. He went to his room at once, 
and was not seen again alive by any of the hotel 
employes. The dead man was about 6 
years old. He resigned his position in the 
Treasury Department on the ist of last month 
and was thinking of locating out West, where he 
owned considerable property. He leaves a 
widow and two sons in Washington, where he 
purchased a residence a short time ago. One of 
his sons isa Lieutenant in the navy, and the 
other is going to college. The gas was found 
turned up in hisroom, and one theory is that 
after retiring he turned the gas,on after first 
turning the lights out aud ther laid down to die 
by asphyxiation. The gas probably escaped by 
some unseen outlet, and he awoke to life this 
morning. Hethen either jumped over the rail- 
ing and committed suicide, or in leaning over it 
lost his balance and fell through the hatchway. 
His nearest friends, however, refute all idea of 
suicide. 

‘he Coroner's jury to-night returned a verdict 
of suicide. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The friends in 
this city of ex-First Auditor Reynolds do not 
think that he committed suicide. They say that 
he was subject to attacks of vertigo and suffered 
intensely from other maladies and assume that 
his mind was affected when he fell through the 
air shaft in the Southern Hotei at St. Louis. He 
was in comfortable circumstances, so that the 
loss of his office could not be supposed to have 
driven him to self-destruction.

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CADETS HARD AT WORK 


THE YOUNG SOLDIERS UNDERGO- 
ING EXAMINATIONS. 
SISAPPOINTED BECAUSE THE PRESIDENT IS 
NOT PRESENT—THE EXAMINING BOARD 

SALUTED. 

WEst Pornt, June 2.~—It adds a shade of 
ijsappointment to the rosy prospects for gradu- 
ation week to know, almost beyond a doubt, 
that President Cleveland will not be able to at- 
tend the ciosing ceremonies. A suggestion the 
President lately made in a private letter that he 
might be too busy to come, coupled with the 
announcement of the Hon. Richard T. Merrick 
at the Georgetown College Commencement, 
printed in Tar Times this morning, that Mr. 
Cleveland had decided not to attend any exer- 
cises of this character for the present, has re- 
moved a very strong hope that he would be here 
to present the graduate; with their diplomas. 

The President would be sure of a very cordial 
welcome if be did come. An officer high in 
authority here spoke very earnestly to-day 
about the great satisfaction the President’s army 
appointments had given to military men who 
bave made the advancement and welfare of the 
army their life-work. Secretary Endicott will 
be here without a doubt, but nothing certain 
can be learned about the intentions of the otber 
Cabinet officers. Besiaes Gen. Grant, two other 
prominent soldiers who have been faithful at- 
tendants at graduation exercises in years gone 


by will be very much missed. Gen. Sheridan's 
injuries from his recent fa!l are so serious that 
he will have to stay away, and Gen. Hancock 
Probably will not come on account of bereave- 
ment in his family. 

Every member of the Board of Visitors has 
reported for duty, Senator Hawley brought 
his wife with him; Senator Beck registered his 
wife and a married daughter; Gov. Hoadly’s 
wife and daughter are here also,and Congressman 
Blount brought his daughter with him. The 
fine Summer weather as surely brings out the 
ladies as the tree blossoms. They made quite 
an appearance at dress parade this evening, and 
they looked so pretty and fascinating in their 
bright-coloredi costumes, laughing, chatting, 
and promenading with the attentive young 
Lieutenants, that the cadets, standing motion- 
jess as So many marbie statues while under in- 
spection, could have cried for envy. However, 
the boys will have such matters ail their own 
way next week, when their work is done. ' 

After the members of the board had counted 
noses to-day and discovered that only Congress- 
man Blount was missing, they promptly pro- 
ceeded to organize and prepare for business. 
The absentee came along while they were about 
it and got a good placeon thecommittees. Gov. 
Hoadiy.was chosen ‘President of the Doard and 
Prof. Edward 8. Holden, of Madison, Wis., its 
Secretary. 

The four committees chosen give [great satis- 
faction to the officers of the post. Last year an 
additional committee on sanitary inspection was 
appointed to get some benefit from the obser- 
vation of Col. George E. Waring, an acknowl- 
edged expert on Sanitary science. In 

report Col. Waring suggested sev- 
eral comparatively inexpensive improve- 
ments which the Superintendent, Gen. Mer- 
ritt, readil took advantage of. Messrs. 
Hawley, Cadman, and Tappan were appointed 
to look into the discipline of the corps this year. 
Senator Hawley is an active member of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, and a member of the 
commission on sea coastdefenses. Gen. Tappan 
did war service in the Confederate army. The 
three Congressmen on the board—Messrs. Kel- 
iey, Blount, and Mills—are appointed to in- 
quire into fiscal affairs. The post officers 
hope to soften Mr. Bilount’s predilections 
for “paring” appropriations, at least so 
far as the military is concerned. Messrs. Beck, 
Hawley, Mills, and Gen. Lee are to see about 
matters of administration and buildings. Gen. 
Lee was an instructor nere when the war broke 
put. He is al-o on the committee relating to in- 
struction with Messrs. Miller, Bigelow, and Hol- 
flen. Prof. Holden was a cadet himself not very 
long ago and subsequentiv came here as Pro- 
fessor of Astronomy and mathematics. His ex- 
perience will make him very useful in the re- 
sponsible places assigned him on the committees. 

During the day the official visitors dropped 
into the library occasionally to see how the 
graduating class was getting along with ord- 
nance and gunnery. The lower classes do not 
see many visitors at their examinations. The 
ladies, particularly, when they attend recitations 
at all, go to hear the First Class. The library isa 
Equare, high room, admirably lighted, with hard- 
finish walls and stained oak trimmings. There 
is a narrow gallery on three sides of it, princi- 
pally for the convenience of per-ons who wish to 
reach book shelves that almost touch the ceiling. 
The gallery is fringed with oil portraits of re- 
tired Professors and soldier graduates who have 
won distinction on the battlefield. The mem- 
bers of the Academie Board, attired tor the oc- 
casion in blue claw-hammer coats with bright 
gilt buttons, sit facing several blackboards. Each 
cadet, in his turn, steps up to a blackboard and 
covers it with close writing, sometimes curiously 
broken by drawings of various kinds of pro- 
jectiles and explosives. After he has sulved out 

is problem with chalk the cadet puts on a pair 
of white gloves, stands squarely on both feet, 
and always with the explanation that he is ** re- 
quired” to do so, proceeds to tell the instructors 
what ital! means. He stands erect, shoulders 
well back, and uses his hands like a dignified 
lawyer addressing a jury. Rules and book 
language aside, he aims to preset a connected, 
logical statement of facts. There is not a 
wrinkle in his clothes nor a spot on his white 
collar. Untidiness would bring bim asnarp rep- 
rimand. 

If the cadet gets through his recitation with- 
out running afoul of a Professor he goes back to 
his seat without the slightest outward mani- 
festation of satisfaction, but so full of it in- 
wardly that the buttons on his close-fitting 
jacket look ready to fiy off on the slightest 
provocation. All the cadets, when they recite, 
keep a watchful eye on Prof. Michie, who has 2 
habit of taking copious notes. There are only 
two vacancies in the Engineers this year, and if 
the Academic Board sees fit to fill them with the 
two graduates with the hichest averages, Kuhn, 
of Kansas, and Craignill, of Maryland, wil) prob- 
ably be the lucky young men. This year the 
cadets with the lowest ciass average are the first 
called to the blackboard, leaving the highest 
men until last. Heretofore the order has been 


reversed. 
After the duties of the day the board drew 
up their chairs on the hotel piazza, while a 17- 

nsalute in its honor made the hills reverberate 

ith the roarof cannon. It was the first official 
recognition as a body thatthe members have had 
since their arrival. Receptions and entertain- 
ments will now follow thick and fast. Before 
the noise of the salute was lost in the distance 
the boys hurried to the siege and mor- 
tar batteries under command of Lieuts.

A MARYLAND NEGRO LYNOHED.

TAKEN FROM WESTMINSTER JAIL AND 

HANGED TO A TREE 

Barttmore, June 2.—Townsendad Cook, 
the negro who assaulted Mrs. Carrie V. Knott, 
of Carroll County, was taken from the jail at 
Westminster about 1 o’clock this morning by a 
body of masked men and hanged. The assault 
was perpetrated by Cook near Mount Airey 
last Saturday, when the negro entered the farm 
house, and, finding the woman alone, felled her 
withaclub. Ever since the people throughout 
the county have been very much excited. 
No violence was attempted at the hearing, 


which took place in the victim’s house, 
but when on the next day another outrage 
was attempted by a negro named Gaither upon 
agirl 12 years old, the daughter of William 
Pickett, in Howard County, which adjoins Car- 
roll, the residents determined to take matters 
into theirown hands. Cook was taken to jail 
on Saturday night, since which time he has been 
carefully guarded. About 12:80 o’clock this 
morning 60 horsemen entered the city anti pro- 
ceeded to the jail. They threw out guards 
to prevent any interference on the part 
of the guthorities. Sheriff Shower had 
retired, ut, being apprised of _ their 
approach before they reached the jail, 
he sent word tothe Hon. Charles D. Roberts, 
Attorney-General of the State, who lives close 
by. Mr. Roberts hurried out, but had not gone 
far before he was ordered to halt. He attempted 
to keep on, when four mep advanced toward 
him and presented four cocked pistols at his 
head, the muzzle of one almost pressing against 
his neck.

“You know me, gentlemen,” he replied. “I 
am Mr. Roberts, the Attorney-General of Mary- 
land, and itis of no use to point your pistols at 
me. 

They then permitted him to pass on, and he 
went to the jail, where he found five men hold- 
ing Sheriff Shower. 

“Gentlemen,” exclaimed Mr. Roberts, ‘‘for 
God's sake don’t do this. The prisoner is in 
jail, and I wili see that he is tried, and, if 
guilty, punished. ‘Trust it to me and do not 
do any violence.” 

The reply was: ‘“‘ We have got our man and we 
are going to hang him ourselyes. We must make 
an example of him to protect our wives, sisters, 
and daughters from such brutes.”’ 

Seeing that the men were determined and that 

his remonstrance was of no avail, the Attorney- 
General attempted to get to the jail, but he was 
foroed to return to his home, in the meantime 
the rest of the }ynchers had secured admission 
to the jail by battering down the doors. They 
then overpowered the Sheriff and, binding him 
hand and foot, made a rush for Cook’s cell. This 
was quickly opened and Cook was drag out 
on the porch, where a rope was placed around his 
neck. Quietly, yet very expeditiously, they made 
their way out of the city, and when about two 
miles out hanged the ruffian to a large white oak 
tree. Here the body was found dangling from 
alimb. It was stripped to the waist, and there 
were two holies found in his scalp produced by 
pistol balls. On the body was fastened a paper 
on which was written, * This man confessed his 
crime.” The verdict of the Coroner's jury was 
that Cook came to his death by hanging at the 
hands of persons unknown. 
The lynchers were evidently men of respecta- 
bility, and are supposed to be farmers living in 
the neighborhood. The summary punishment 
inflicted on the criminai is approved of by the 
citizens of the county. Cook, when taken from 
his cell, seemed utterly devoid of feeling, and 
maintained astolid imperturbability.

MURDERED BY ACOIDENT. 
namicmiiineciies 
A PHYSICIAN KILLS HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW 
IN A MIDNIGHT ENCOUNTER. 

CINCINNATI, June 2.—Shortly before 2 
o’clock this mormng Dr. E. E. Loy, a well- 
known physician, shot and killed his brother-in- 
law, Harry Champlin, at their residence, No. 377 
West Seventh-street. Champlin, who was an 
unmarried man, had been addicted to the 
use of liquor, and “was employed for 


some time as clerk on the steamer Sher- 
lock and afterward on a wharf boat. 
For some time past, however, he has been un- 
employed, and has lived with his mother, who 1s 
in comfortable circumstances. He had been in 
the habit of demanding and obtaining money 
from his mother, and when refused would be- 
come abusive. Last night when he left home he 
promised his mother that he would return sober. 
but instead of doing so he went home after i 
o'clock in a partly drunken condition and went 
to his mother’s bedside and began abusing ber. 
This awakened a visitor, Mrs. Glenn, of Michi- 
gan, who went to him and begged him to 
desist. He struck her with a chair, and 
returned to the abuse of his mother. This 
aroused Dr. Loy and Mrs. Loy, Champlin’s sister, 
and they came to the room. The coachman also 
hurried to the room, and he and Dr. Loy, after a 
struggle with Champlin, got him into the hall, 
intending to put him to bed. He broke away 
from them in the hall, and, rushing down stairs, 
gotacarving knife, armed with which he re- 
turned. Dr. Loy warned him tosatop, but Champ- 
lin, with an oath, rushed at him with the knife. 
The doctor, who was standing in front 
of bis wife, fired, and Champtin fell. Mrs. Loy 
screamed: ‘* You have killed him,” but the 
doctor said he had only shot to scare him. 
Upon examination it was found that Champlin 
was dying, the ball having entered between his 
eyes. The grief of the dead man’s mother, 
although her own face bore marks of his 
brutality, was unbounded. Dr. Loy was taken 
to the station house and locked up on a charge 
of murder. He regretted deeply the tragic 
termination of the affair, but made a clear 
statement of the entire circumstances, showing 
that he acted entirely in self-defense. 

In the police court to-day Dr. Loy was charged 
with murder in the second degree, and his exam- 
ination was postponed until to-morrow. He was 
released on $10,000 bail, which was furnished by 
Herman Dubme. 

Coroner Carrick to-day held an inquest on the 
hody of Harry Champlin. The testimony of Mrs. 
Champlin showed that her son had frequently 
assaulted and beaten her, and that last night in 
the darkness he threw a chair at her bed, break- 
ing the bedstead and the window. The Coroner 
found that Dr. Loy’s shooting was in self-de- 
tense, and done with a view to intimidation in- 
stead of inflicting bodily injury. 








DEADLY WORK OF LIGHTNING. 

CuicaGo, June 2.—Shortly after 5 o’clock 
this afternoon a heavy storm of thunder, light- 
ning, wind, and rain struck the city, lasting 
nearly an hour. No damage was donein the 
principal business portions, but reports for the 
outskirts and suburbs tell of numerous 
buildings struck and several demolished. 
Jobn ontague, a watchman at the Mc- 
Cormick Reaper Works, while standing 
near a fire alarm box received a shock from the 
effects of which he has since died. A number of 
other persons were injured, but none fatally. 
The lightaing struck the south wali of the new 
baseball grounds, which is of brick, 10 feet high, 
demolishing 300 feet of it and badly shattering 
the rest. The storm was especiully severe in the 
town of Lake. One man standing near a chimney 
had his skull fractared, and a child being badly 
bruised in a shanty which a built struck and 
nearly annihilated. The flagstaff on the Transit 
House was struck and splintered, and a number 
of persons in the neighborhood were temporarily 
disabled by the shock. At 10:45 to-night there 
was a repetition of the afternoon storm. The 
lightning was blinding and the rain fell in tor- 
rents. Much apprehension is felt for the safety 
of vessels on the lake. 
At 12:40 this morning it was learned that with- 
in the last hour and a half four more persons 
have been killed outright by lightning. Their 
names have not yet been reported. Much dam- 
age from washouts is reported also from the 
southwestern part of thecity, where the storm 
raged the fiercest. The wind has now nearly 
subsided, and the storm seems to have spent 
itself. 





UNITED WORKMEN IN COUNCIL. 
Des Mornss, Iowa, June 2.—The Supreme 
Lodge of United Workmen convened this morn- 
ing and was called to order by Supreme Master 
Leroy Andrews, of New-York. At this point 
Mr. Fleming, Grand Foreman of Iowa, intro- 


duced the Mayor of Des Moines, who welcomed 
the Supreme Lodge to the city. The Committee 
on Credentials reported representatives from 
twenty Grand Lodges. The sessions were 
opened to ail master workmen. The re- 
ports of the Supreme Master Work- 
man, Supreme Kecorder, and Supreme 
Reliet Board were submitted, and these reports 
showed the order to be in a healthy condition, 
having increased since 1883 in the number of 
lodges 169 and in membersbip 13,6092. The mem- 
bership on the Ist day of May was 146,988. This 
is the largest membership the order has vet had. 
The number of deaths occurring dumng the 
ear was 1,074, and the losses 8,000. The 
upreme Master Workman’s report states that 
the deficit of the Georgia Recorder is partially set~ 
tied and business is done direct with subordinate 
rders.

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MURDERED FOR REVENGE. 
ot em 
& CHINESE DETECTIVE WAS KILLED 
BY HIS COUNTRYMEN, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 2.—It appears that 
Lou Johnson, the Chinaman who was murdered 
yesterday, was a detective in the employ of the 
city, and his death was the result of jealousy 
on the part of certain persons whom he had 
betrayed. The murder was caused by a faction- 
al war which has been wagedin St. Louis for 
some time past between the Cantonese and Hong 
Kongites, the two parties into which all the 
Chinesé in St. Louis are divided. The 
Hong Kongites number about 300 and 
the Cantonese 850. All was peaceful here 
until Joe Gong started a ——_— house 
at No. 609 Marget-street and commenced a 
systematic fleecing of the Cantonese. The 
latter society found their numbers becoming 
demoralized and they sentto Denver for Lou 
Johnson, one of their clan. He went into Joe 
Gong’s gambling house and caused it to be 
raided and the players fined. Joe then put 4 a 
job on Johnson and accused him and some of his 
associates with obtaining money by threats. An 
examination of the charge convinced Judge 
Noonan that there was no truth in the matter 
and Jobnson was released. Joe continued to run 
his game and Johnson kept up the prosecu- 
tion against him, and Joe is said to have 
threatened to import a Chinese desperado 
from f§San_ Francisco and have Johnson 
killed. Johnson heard of this and had 
Joe arrested and put under bond to keep the 
peace. Joe Gong was also arrested under the 
felony charge of setting up a gambling house, 
and the case was set for hearing in the Court of 
Correction to-day. Johnson was the principal 
witness for the State, and it was necessary to 
have him out of the way. Six Chinese cigar 
makers of the Cantonese Society live at the 
house where the murder was committed. Yes- 
terday morning they went to work about 8 
o’clook. One who was not feeling well re- 
mained behind a few minutes, and, before 
leaving, walked into Johnson’s room and hand- 
ed him the key of the front door and requested 
him to lock it when he went ott. 

Johnson had an 1a foe toe with Joseph C. 
Baptiste, the official Chinese interpreter of New- 
York City, who has been trying to arrange mat- 
ters here, and as Johnson did not —— the ap- 
pointment Baptiste went in search of him, and 
about noon looked into his room, but found it 
empty. At 8 o’clock last night Johnson's friends 
became alarmed and broke in the door of his 
room, and on examining his couch found it 
saturated with blood and covered with a straw 
matting. A pool of blood was discovered under 
the bed, and a crimson trail extended toa door 
leading. to an attic stairway. On opening this 
deor the assembled Chinamen were horrified 
to find the mutilated body of Lou Johnson 
standing ona step with the stairway partition 
partially supporting 1t. The face was covered 
with bloody paper and the head of the corpse 
was thrust in a pail halt filled with rice, the 
whoiea token of deadly Chinese hatred and re- 
venge. Four large wounds were discovered in 
the neck, and the right lung protruded through 
a terrible gash made by a diamond-shaped knife. 
The right arm was almost severed from the 
body by a slash and the left side had two deep 
stabs. There were 11 wounds on the body, any 
one of which would have been fatal. There was 
nothing but the Mey acheter on the body, and 
as his clothing wasthrown into the closet it is 
evident that be was assaulted while lying in bed. 
The police raided Joe Gong’s place an hour later 
and arrested Joe and a dozen of his companions.

Bank 
of Montreal stock, which closed at 
19544 yesterday. changed hands at 187%, 
at which price leading bulls came to the support 
of the market and kept it steady at that gy fe 
Otber stocks dropped from 1 to2 per cent. Lind- 
say & Patton held 250 Richelieu ,125 Bank of Com- 
merce, and 100 City Passenger. The deficiency 
between the amount realized for this stock and 
the price it was being carried at will not 
exceed $10,000. In all probability the tirm will 
be accorded an extension and ina few months be 
able to pay off every cent of its liabilities. It 
is said the firm also operated in Chicago. and has 
been long on wheat and pork for some time 
past. Mr. Palton, the junior member of the 
firm, is now in the Northwest serving as Lieu- 
bes: aor in the Montreal Brigade of Garrison Ar- 
illery. 

A leading shipper stated to-day that the pros- 
pects of the trade were 10 per cent. worse than 
last vear.

Hy 
Virgin, D. D., New-York; the Rev. E. H. Gree« 
ly, New-Hampshire; the Rev. Jeremiah Taylor, 
Rhode Island; the Rev. W. H. Moore, Connecti« 
cut; the Rev. Joshua Coit, Massachusetts; the 
Rev. Zachary Eddy, D. D., Georgia; Secretar 
Thomas D. Grassie, Wisconsin; the Rev. A. 
Barr, of Ohio, and the Rev. R. R. Meredeth, D.D., 
Boston. Among missionary workers from thé 
field are Superintendents Blanchard, of Kan« 
sas; Maile, of Nebraska; Cross, of Colora- 
do; _Montgomery, of Minnesota; Sumner, 
of ew-Mexico; Schauffler, of Ohio; Doe, 
of Missouri; Rose, of Indiana, and Shel« 
don, of Dakota.

States and Territories. The years of labor per- 
formed by these men during the last’ 12 monthg 
amount to 1,017. They have supplied 2,900 
churches and stations, 80 of them preaching in 
foreign tongues; 306 new Sunday schools have 
been organized, making a total of 2,085 schools 
under the care of missionaries. Number of con« 
versions reported, 5,221; added to the churches 
8,734, of whom 4,848 on confession; 50 churches 
have ‘come to self-support; 155 new churches 
were organized; 124 houses of.worship have been 
completed; 25 chapels built; 40 porwcener prox 
vided; 79 young men in connection with the mis« 
sionary churehes are preparing for the ministry. 
The whole number in the society’s Sunday 
schools and Bible classes is 118,000. The figures 
show a gain at every point over the record of 

the previous year.

MORE THAN ONE THOUSAND MA- 
SONS PRESENT. 

GRAND MASTER’S REPORT ON THE 

HALL AND ASYLUM FUND-—AN INDIG- 

NANT DENIAL OF ATHEISTIC BELIEF, 


The representation of Freemasons at the 
one hundred and fourth annual communication 
ofthe Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Ma- 
sons, which opened at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning in the Masonic Temple, was a large and 
influential one. The assemblage, including 
Past Grand officers and representatives of other 
Grand Lodges, numbered nearly a thousand 
persons. At 10o’clock the Grand Marshal, John 
R. Schlick, announced the approach of the offi- 
cersof the Grand Lodge, whereupon the as- 
sembled delegates rose to their feet and re- 
mained standing while the procession of 
Grand officers, brilliant in purple. and gold 
insignia, filed into their places in the Grand 
East, George W. Morgan meanwhile playing a 
processional march on the organ. Surrounding 
the Grand Master, William A. Brodie, on the 
platform were Deputy Grand Master Frank R. 
Lawrence, John W. Vrooman, and James Ten 
Eyck, Senior and Junior Grand Warden, re- 
spectively; Grand Secretary Edward M. L. 
Ehlers, Grand Treasurer John Boyd, Trustees 
Floyd Clarkson and William D. Nichols, Grand 


Lecturer George H, Raymond, Grand Librarian 
Herman G. Carter, William Sherer, Edward L. 


Gaul, and Frederick A. Burnham, Commis- 
sioners of Appeals, and the following 
Past Grand Masters: Charles Roome, J. 
Edward Simmons, Edward L. Judson, Jesse 
B. Anthony, Benjamin Fiagler, Joseph J. Couch, 
Eliwood E. Thorne, Clinton F. Paige, Isaac Phil- 


lips, John W, Simons, John L, Lewis, and John 


D. Evans. The opening musical ceremonies were 
carried out under the direction of the members 
pt St. Cecile Lodge, to whom avote of thanks 
was subsequently passed by the Grand Lodge. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. W. D. O. Doty, 
Grand Chaplain, a solo was sung by Brother 
Richard Senior, of Antiquity Lodge, and all 
resent united with the choir in singing “ Old 
undred,” the organ and band accompanying. 

After the Grand Lodge had been opened in 

imple form prociamation was made, and the 
Srand Master began the delivery of his address, 
After congratulating the Grand Lodge on the 
barmony and prosperity which characterized the 
fraterrity in this state the Grand Master paid a 
fitting tribute to tne distinguished dead, con- 
zratulated the brethren on the amicable adjust- 
ment of the * Veritas” difficulty, referred to the 
enactment of a recent law giving the Grand 
Lodge supervisory powers over the Trustees of 
the hall and asylum fund, and read a congratu- 
latory letter written by him to Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore on the occasion of the centenary anniver- 
sary of the birth of that distinguisned philan- 
thropist. He highly commended the free read- 
ing room and library, paid a graceful tribute to 
the officers of the Masonic Board of Relief, 
whose valuable labors were, he said, well known 
to the fraternity, and approved of the services 
ot Grand Lecturer Raymond. 

Referring to the topic of paramount interest 
to the fraternity—the condition of the hall and 
asyium fund—he said: ** One year ago the bond- 
ed debt of the fund was $553,500, of which 
amount $153,500 were income bonds, falling due 
Feb. 1, 188. These latter have been met 
by payment of $75,000 and the refund- 
ing of $78,500 at 5 per cent. interest. 
Besides the $78,500 of 5 per cent. income 
bonds falling due, ($45,000 Feb. 1, 1886, and 
$33,500 Feb. 1, 1887,) and which can easily be met, 
there are $395,000 first mortgage bonds bearing 
{ per cent. interest and not due until Sept. 15, 
1891. To reduce this large debt, or to provide 
ways and means to meet it at maturity with the 
least possible burdening of the fraternity, 
should, and no doubt wili, be the study and aim 
of the eteen, anditis our duty as members 
of the Grand Lodge to hold up their hands in 
this all-important work.” 

Another subject of more than ordinary inter- 
est to which the Grand Master referred was 
that of belief in the existence of God. He said: 
*“*I believe that the honor of our grand old fra- 
ternity demands that in these days, when infidel- 
ity is rife.and when even some so-called Ma- 
sonic periodicals make light of that foundation 
stone of Freemasonry, belief inthe Supreme 
Being, there’should go forth from official sources 
words on this subject of no uncertain sound. If 
there be no God in Masonry—aye, if belief in God 
be not the cornerstone upon which Free- 
masonry is founded—tnen indeed is it in its de- 
cadence and its days are numbered. It lias been 
charged that * had they [the Masons] the courage 
of their convictions they would pluc the name of 
the Supreme Seing out of their ritual.’ Nothing 
could be further from the truth than such an 
assertion. To eliminate the name of the Deity 
oer ritual would leave it but an empty 
she 

The Grand Secretary’s report showed that the 
total receipts for the year were $141,165 27; that 
all but two lodges had made returns; that Rens- 
zselaer Lodge, No. 609, had not paid dues or met in 
two years, and that charges for non-payment of 
dues had been made against Sentinel Lodge, No. 
151: Jersey, No. 668, and Oswegatchie, No. 687. 
The report of the Trustees of the Hall and Asy- 
lum Fund revealed acts of gross carelessness on 
the part of former Trustees, and an utter absence 
of anything like business capacity in the man- 
agement of the affairsof the Temple. It gavethe 
particulars of the restoration of the Temple ata 
cost of $64,834 87, and congratulated the brethren 
on the large decrease during the past year ($72,- 
424 55) on the total debt and the fact that there 
would bea material decrease in the amount of 
interest to be paid on the new issue of bonds, 
and that, with the Temple completed and thor- 
oughly renovated, the running expenses in the 
future would be light. 

The standing committees were then an- 
nounced, and the Grand Loage took a recess 
until 9 A. M. to-day. The election of Grand 
Lodge officers will be Yheid at 10 o’clock. On his 
retirement Grand Master Brodie will be present- 
ed by his friends in the Twenty-second Masonic 
District with a massive Past Grand Master’s 
jewel of choice design, appropriately inscribed 
and thickly studded with precious stones. At 
to-morrow’'s session his picture, in oil, will be 
presented to the Grand Lodge, and inthe even- 
ing he will be entertained at a farewell banquet 
at Delmonico’s.

PRESBYTERIANS ON CHURCH MUSIC. 

ToreKA, Kan., June 2.—The United Pres 
byterian Assembly, In session yesterday after- 
noon, adopted the report of the committee on 
the Board of Foreign Missions. It appropriates 
to missionsin Egypt $36,000; in India, $31,000, 
and $6,600 for other expenses of the board. The 
indebtedness of the board is $23,981 61. The re- 
port of the Committee on Bills and Overtures 
was not read on the memorial of the Xenia Con- 
vention relative to instrumental music. The 
memorialists ask the board to grant them relief 
by declaring instrumental music in church sery- 
ice illegal. The committee say that theroisa 
diversity of opinion as to the question in the 
church, and that conscientious convictions are 
positive on both sides. The belief is prevalent 
among many that the use of instruments in the 
church is not warranted by the Scriptures, and 
others believe that their use is but an incidental 
thing to the worship of God, and should be left 
to the various congregations. They recommend 
the passage of the resolutions in substance as 
follows: 

That the action of former assemblies enjoining the 
sessions to avoid reference to & matter that might 
cause a division be reaffirmed. While making no de- 
mand for the removal of instruments already intro. 
duced, it is our feeling that the law of charity requires 
brethren to refrain from grieving the heart and wound- 
ing the conscience of any dear brother who feels that 
the use of instrumental! accompaniment in worship is a 
corruption of worship, and that further than this the 
prayer of the memoriglists be not granted. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

The evening session was taken up in the dis- 
cussion of the prohibitory liquor question with- 
out any action being taken. 








THE LUTHERAN GENERAL SYNOD. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., June 2.—The Gen- 
eral Synod of the Lutheran Church to-day re- 
solved to undertake a mission among the Jews 
in Chicago, to be under the supervision of the 
Board of. Home Missions. The apportionments 
of the several Synods are to remain as formerly, 
except that an increase of one-fourth is to be 
made for church extension. The Rev. L. L. 
Uh! spoke on the educational needs of the mis- 
sion in India, and it was resolved to establish 
a college and seminary at Guntoar for 
the education of a native ministry. The 
committee on the immigrant mission in 
New-York recommended that the anomalous 
relation which the Synod had sustained to that 
society in New-York should be annulled, which 
was so ordered. The Rey. John M. Reiner, D. D., 
of Lyons Falls, the delegate from the Reformed 
Church in America, in a most happy manner 

resented the fraternal greetings of that body. 

Whe e establishing of a college beyond the Missis- 
sippi River called forth a very lively discussion. 
The matter was finally referred to a committee 
composed of members from the Western Synods., 

Mr, George P. Ockershausen, a prominent lay- 
man from New-York City, delivered the address 
before the Historical Society. The Rey. Mr. 
Stoll was appointed Statistical Secretary.

Boston, June 2.—A colored political club 
in the Eleventh Ward of this city has adopted 
resolutions thanking President Cleveland for his 
humane sympathy in rebuking the Democratic 
Party of Hazelhurst, Miss., by withholding the 
commission of J. L. Mead, who was, the resolu- 
tions state, ** the head and front of the outrages 
committed on our race in Copiah County.”

SMOKED HALIBUT. 


___—_~»>— 
HOW THE SUPPLY IS KEPT UP BY THE GREAT 
STURGEON OF THE LAKES. 
Lockport, June 2.—In the intervals of 
some successful angling along theshores of Lake 
Ontario and the streams’ discharging into it, 
your correspondent has learned some curious 
and interesting facts relating to the sturgeon of 
our great lakes as an article of food and com- 
merce. This fish is the largest in the lakes, 
ranging anywhere from 8 to 6 feet in length, 
and from 25 to 250 poundsin weight. They are 
powerful fellows. I have seen them in the 
Niagara River, when in pursuit of small fish, 
take a leap of 10 feet out of water. The species 
is different from the salt-water sturgeon of Eu- 
rope and America, whicb ascends the rivers, like 
the salmon, to breed, and I have not 
learned that the roe of our lake 


sturgeon has ever been manufactured into 
the caviare of commerce, like that of his Euro- 
me brother. We read that the flesh of the 

fediterranean sturgeon, which the ancient 
Romans esteemed such a delicacy, was white and 
delicate; that of our lake sturgeon is yellowish 
and rather coarse, though palatable. Although 
commonly eaten, the latter have not been es- 
teemed a delicacy, like the whitetish, and the 
supply has always exceeded the demand. They 
are taken in netsand by long night lines attached 
to buoys. Vast quantities are brought in from 
Lake Gntario at this season, as well as from the 
Niagara. The catch is so large that there is al- 
ways a larger supply on hand than can be readily 
disposed of in the markets of Buffaio, Rochester, 
and New-York at paying prices; and as the pre- 
servihg of such a monster as this in ice would 
be so expensive asto eat up the profits great 
pens are built in the shallow waters of the 
creeks making into the lake, where dozens of 
this king of the lakes may be seen splashing 
about alive awaiting theirturn to go to market. 

Before the Spring and Summer of 1884 the 
sturgeon were sold by the fishermen who took 
them fora wholesaie price, somstimes as low as 
2 cents a pound, and the large yellow steaks 
were cut off and retailed cheaply in the fish mar- 
kets, Then anew use was discovered for this 


great citizen of the lakes. The preparation and 
sale of smoked halibut has for years been a large 
and remunerative branch of industry in the sea- 
board cities,and the popular demand for this 
article bas rapidly increased. It would have 
been difficult to make up the whole supply of 
halibut brought from the sea into the immense 
quantities of smoked halibut that have been 
cousumed by our people since the war, 
and by one of the most innocent if not 
wholly pardonable devices of trade other 
fish have been made to do duty in 
this line. It was not until last year that the 
New-York manufacturers found how eood 
smoked halibut could be made out of our lake 
sturgeon. t tnis point your correspondent, 
being au ardent amateur fisherman himself and 
having a fondness for all such as, like Izaak 
Walton and James, the son of Zebedee, love their 
kind and go a- -fishing, would hesitate to con- 
tinue his revelations if he supposed that they 
would injure the trade. But it is attirmed to 
him by veteran Lake Ontario fisnermen that 
their sturgeon make altogether better smoked 
halibut than any tish that can be taken from the 
salt sea; and that if the manufacturers wers 
wise they would brand them by their own name, 
and thus create a demand tor smoked sturgeon 
of the ijakes. The coarseness of the fish 
is not perceived when smoked, and it 
has qualities that peculiarly adapt it 
for curing. Certainly a great demand 
sprang up last year in the halibut smoking 
and curing factories for lake Sturgeon, and ton 
after ton was shipped to New-York. It isa mat- 
ter of regret that I am unable to furnish the 
exact figures, as the total would be a marvelous 
one. It was a real bonanza to the fishermen 
while it lasted, as they were promptiy paid 7 
cents a pound for all they could deliver in New- 
York. It was im fact too good a thing to last. 
So mucb has been already shipped this season 
that the halibut-sturgeon market is overstocked 
and the price has falien to 4 cents. The fisher- 
men are now waiting for a rise and stocking 
their pens with the great fish. The Buffalo and 
Rochester markets are also glutted; but from 
Olcott, on Lake Ontario, a ton of sturgeon is 
shipped weekly. Facts like these help us to 
form some idea of the vast capabilities of our 
great lakes in furnishing a food product, 
a ap

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Capt. Henry Metcalf,

Senator CoGGESHALL must be aware 
that a mere denial on his part of Dr. 
Gunn’s. most injurious statements will 
not suffice. THE Times has heard many 
stories of bribery at Albany during the 
past Winter, and of demands for money 
made by members upon those interested 
in the passage of bills, but none of the 
bearers of these stories has been willing 
that Taz Times should print his name as 
.puthority for such charges. In Senator 
.COGGESHALL’S case there is a direct and 
specific accusation, with dates and places, 
‘and Dr.Gunn makes himself responsible for 
it. . In his conversation with a reporter of 
THE Times yesterday Dr. GUNN said that 
he went to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel in re- 
sponse to a telegram from the Senator re- 
questing a conference. Senator CoGGE- 
SHALL’S statement does not convey the im- 
pression that the meeting was of his seek- 
ing. But if he sent a telegram it can 
probably be found on file at the office 
of the telegraph company. Dr. GUNN also 
says that he wrote to Senator THOMAS at 
the time reciting the particulars of the in- 
terview, and that he repeated the conver- 
sation to two other persons. In broaden- 
ing his charge by the introduction of these 
confirmatory circumstances, the doctor 
has made it easy for the Senator to con- 
vict him of a grossly slanderous falsehood 
if the charge be really of his invention. 
It is plain that he will not retract or 
apologize. The Oneida Senator must bring 
gn action against him. 





Whatever may be the truth in regard 
to Dr. GUNN’S charge against Senator 
CoGGESHALL, it is pretty plain that the bill 
to incorporate the College of Medicine and 
Surgery is one that ought not to be signed. 
There is a general law under which a cer- 
tificate of incorporation for a medical col- 
lege can be obtained from the Board of 
Regents of the University of the State, 
provided it has an endowment amounting 
to $50,000, and without an endowment 
at least as large as that no medical college 
can have a proper foundation. There is 
a constitutional prohibition against the 

'* creation of corporations by special act 
when there is a general law under which 
their objects can be attained. This alone 
ought to settle the fate of the bill, 
but there are other serious objec- 
tions to it. It would give to the 
proposed institution privileges which are 
not allowed by law to other medical col- 

Ss leges. Moreover, Dr. GUNN’S reputation 

' in respect to dealing in medical diplomas 
is under grave suspicion, to say the least. 
If anew medical college is needed in this 
city, where there are five incorporated in- 

- ‘stitutions of the kind already, it can be 
established by complying with the pro- 
‘visions of the general law, and no special 


privileges should be granted to one which 
can show no better. backing than this, 
aaa eee! 


The appointment of GrzorGE W. Juian, 
a variegated political fossil of Indiana, Sur- 
veyor-General of New-Mexico in place of 
Mr. CLARENCE PULLEN is certainly not in 
the interest of reform. Mr. PULLEN is a 
young man, a resident of‘the Territory, 
and a civil engineer who has madea study 
of the land laws and: sturdily fought 
against the “‘ ring” which has monopolized 
so much of the land of New-Mexico by 
acquiring dubious titles. There are many 
conflicting claims and fraudulent titles to 
be dealt with, and vigor and courage are 
needed in the office such as Mr, JULIAN has 
certainly not displayed in recent years. It 
is greatly to be feared that his appointment 
in place of Mr. PULLEN will be acceptable 
to the land sharks from whom the honest 
settlers of the Territory have suffered so 
much, 








It is reported that the Republican Sen- 
ators are discussing a plan of common 
action regarding the confirmation of Pres- 
ident CLEVELAND’s nominations in the 
places of officers removed for ‘‘ offensive 
partisanship.” It isin effect that no nom- 
inations will be confirmed of men who 
can be shown to be themselves “of- 
fensive partisans.” When the’ Senate 
meets, the two parties in most of the States 
will have passed through an Electoral 
canvass, and in some States one of much 
heat and interest. If it be found that 
the new appointees in such States 
have been guilty of the same faults 
as those for which their predecessors 
were removed, it is not easy to 
see how the Senate can vote to confirm 
them. In fact, the position in which the 
President would find himself would be so 
weak and so embarrassing that he would 
have the greatest possible inducement to 
escape from it by promptly removing the 
men who had abused his confidence by 
their partisanship. A much safer and 
more effective policy still would be to re- 
fuse to appoint men who are or are likely 
to be partisans. Where this has been done 
there will be no trouble. And this prin- 
ciple can be most thoroughly and easily ap- 
plied by extending the civil service rules, 
which is logically and practically the 
action to which the President must finally 
resort. 








The earthquake that has laid the city of 
Serinagur in ruins is not the first that has 
shaken Northern India, for although the 
region of the Himalayas is far removed 
from active volcanoes it has been sub- 
ject to shocks ‘of this kind. The most 
notable earthquakes that have oc- 
curred in India were, however, dis- 
turbances that affected regions nearer 
the coast. In 1819 an earthquake 
submerged a tract of 2,000 square miles 
near the mouth of the Indus, and 
the entire lower valley of the Ganges was 
shaken by the great earthquake of Janu- 
ary, 1869. In comparison with the dis- 
tricts of Southern India the Vale of Cash- 
mere is not thickly settled, the population 
having been cut down within a few years 
by emigration and a heavy death rate. 
The catastrophe which has overthrown its 
chief city will undoubtedly cause great 
suffering among those who survive. 











SENATOR SHERMAN ON SILVER, 


The press dispatches from San Francisco 
did rather more than justice to Senator 
SHERMAN’S views in regard to silver coin- 
age. The brief remarks selected from his 
speech of May 25 for transmission gave the 
impression that he had grasped, not only 
the facts regarding the variation in the 
relative values of silver and gold, but also 
some idea of the practical remedy for the 
evils with which that variation, under 
our present system, constantly and in- 
creasingly threatens us. But the full re- 
ports in the San Francisco papers of his 
speech to the merchants, together with an 
interview held by him with a reporter in 
the evening of the same day, do not per- 
mit us to infer that he is much further on 
the way to the true solution of the vexed 
problem than he has been for several years 
past. 

Now, the views of Senator SHERMAN on 
such a question as this are certainly im- 
portant. From his position for many 
years on the Finance Committee of the 
Senate, from the active part he took in 
all the legislation that has resulted in our 
present system, from the freedom with 
which he has discussed the financial 
policy of the Republican Party as, prac- 
tically, its leader in this matter, and from 
the prestige he enjoys as the Secretary of 
the Treasury under which what we have 
of specie payments was brought about, a 
weight attaches to his views of an un- 
common kind. Mr. SHERMAN’s record 
in regard to finance is_ peculiar. 
His actual policy has always been 
rather better than would be supposed 
from the ideas he has advanced. He 
was deeply touched by the Greenback 
heresy and by the silver lunacy, if we 
judge the condition of his mind by the 
statements of his-speeches. And it is 
doubtless more due to him than to any 
one man that the crippling and demoral- 
izing legislation of 1878, both as to United 
States notes and as to silver, was permit- 
ted. It is hardly to be doubted that he 
could have maintained the act of 1875 in 
its integrity and reduced the legal tender 
currency to $300,000,000 had he chosen to 
do so, or that he could have defeated 
the Bland-Allison bill had he exerted all 
his influence and staked his political 
future on accomplishing that defeat. But 
on the other hand, as Secretary of the 
Treasury, he did maintain with great fidel- 
ity the obligation of the Government 
under the then existing conditions to 
make its payments in gold. Had he 
strictly applied the opinions he professed 
after the legislation of 1878 we might 
easily by this time have been substantially 
on a silver basis. 

It is this superiority of his action over 
his theories that makes us hope that even 
now he will be found sustaining a more 
practical policy as to silver than the one 
he outlined to the San Francisco people. 
The latter was, in effect, a new coinage 
of silver dollars at a ratio with gold cor- 
responding to the ratio between the mar- 
ket values of the metals, What he would 





do is to “add to our silver dollar new 


coin only a little imperceptible thickness, 
a margin so small that you cannot see it 
or feel it, but make this silver dollar of 
sufficient additional value that it may be, 
measured by the market value, equal to 
gold coin.” In an interview with a re- 
porter in the evening Mr. SHERMAN some- 
what elaborated this idea. He thought 
‘we ought to ascertain by careful 
examination the present true relative 
value of silver and gold; that we ought 
then to receive ail the silver bullion at 
such appraised value at the Treasury of 
the United States and issue upon its secu- 
rity circulating notes or certificates in all 
respects as we do now on.deposits of gold 
bullion; that then we ought, as demand- 
ed, to coin a silver dollar based upon this 
ascertained market value, and issue it in 
exchange for all the dollars now out- 
standing when they are returned to the 
Treasury.” ' 

The radical defect in this plan is that 
it is rigid. It would gradually, circum- 
stances favoring, substitute for the pres- 
ent eighty-three-cent dollar a dollar worth 
for the time being 100 cents. But it would 
make no provision for the changes in the 
market value of silver, which are likely to 
occur in the future as they have occurred 
in the past. Starting with our new silver 
dollar, we should be exposed to the same 
troubles we have already suffered. If 
silver fell in value gold would,be de- 
monetized. If silver advanced it would 
itself be demonetized. What the country 
needs is one standard coin—the gold dollar 
of 25.8 grains—and certificates represent- 
ing silver at its market value, what- 
ever it may be. Silver would then be, as 
it ought to be, strictly a commodity of 
which the purchase and sale would be 
facilitated by the always redeemable cer- 
tificates. The relation of silver to gold 
would be determined without the in- 
terference of the Government, and would 
be all the steadier for freedom from such 
interference. Let us hope that when the 
time comes for action Mr. SHERMAN will 
see. his way clear to completing the 
progress toward a sound currency which 
he has now begun. 





THE STRIKE OF IRON WORKERS. 


A strike which throws 100,000 men out 
of employment has the appearance of a 
serious affair, and yet the iron workers of 
Pittsburg and the West have entered upon 
such a strike in a spirit that indicates a 
deliberate purpose to curtail production 
until prices shall so advance as to justify 
the scale of wages which they demand. 
The officers of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of iron and_ steel workers 
are men who have. studied’ the 
condition of their business and are famil- 
iar with the circumstances which affect 
the murket and control prices. They are 
aware that the manufacturers are suffer- 
ing from the effects of long-continued de- 
pression and probably know that a reduc- 
tion of wages is necessary if the works are 
to continue in operation without loss 
to the owners. With that knowledge they 
presented their scale of wages and insist- 
ed upon its acceptance with a deliberate 
intention of striking if it was refused. 
Their motives were probably understood 
by the manufacturers, and the whole 
affair has the appearance of an amicable 
understanding that work shall be brought 
to a standstill for a time in order that the 
condition of the market may improve. 
Of course, ashow of antagonistic inter- 
ests is kept up, but there is no indication 
of the feeling usually exhibited when 
there is a consciousness on either side of a 
grievance. 

The fact that afew firms have signed 
the union scale of wages is not incon- 
sistent with this view of the strike, be- 
cause some are doubtless so situated that 
they can do this without loss, and have 
strong reasons for wishing to keep their 
works in operation. If it is true that the 
manufacturers could not afford to keep up 
the rate of wages heretofore paid and this 
fact was known to the association which 
ordered the strike, there is no explanation 
of the matter except a deliberate pur- 
pose to stop production for atime. Sucha 
purpose would not have been acted upon 
but for the belief on the part of the work- 
men that it was better for them in the 
long run to be idle for a while than to 
accept a lower scale of wages than they 
felt themselves entitled to when the busi- 
ness was in a paying condition. Their 
method of reasoning seems to have been 
derived from the policy of the coal 
and mining companies, which have 
been accustomed to maintain a certain 
level of prices by curtailing production 
from time to time, and allowing the de- 
mand to grow upon the supply. The iron 
workers seem to reason that by stopping 
work and allowing the demand for the 
product of the furnaces and mills to 
gain upon the supply there will be a rise 
in prices which will at length justify the 
scale of wages which they ask for. To a 
certain extent the manufacturers appear 
to acquiesce in this policy as mutually 
beneficial to workmen and employers. 

If the Amalgamated Association has 
resources which will enable its members 
to spend the Summer in idleness without 
suffering hardship it may be justified in 
taking this course, but an industry in 
which such a policy is resorted to must be 
in an unhealthy and unnatural condition, 
and because that policy is adopted it does 
not follow that it mitigates the evil from 
which the business is suffering. The iron 
and steel business of this country is un- 
doubtedly suffering from overproduc- 
tion, or rather from overstimulation, 
and capitalists and laborers alike feel the 
effects. This is inevitable with a highly 
protected industry. It is subject to 
spasms of activity and depression be- 
cause the regulating forces of outside com- 
petition are kept from it. A- period of 
active demand like that created for the 
iron business by extensive railroad build- 
ing stimulates it to high prices, high 
wages, and to irresistible overgrowth. 
There is then no overproduction be- 
cause the demand can be satisfied only 
by the production that is stimulated, 


f but when the causes which produced the 


active demand cease to operate there is 
no longer any outlet forthe product. The 
capital embarked in furnaces and rolling 





mills cannot get out of them, and even 





‘low prices and low wages can hardly keep 
the overgrown works going. 

It is very doubtful whether the calcula- 
tion that suspension for a moderate period 
will enable the demand to overtake the sup- 
ply so far as to beget a renewal of prosper- 
ity is justified. There is at present little 
prospect of it, and it is to be feared that 
the iron workers are bringing hardships 
upon themselves, or at least that they are 
the victims of hardships, which will not be 
speedily relieved by a revival of prosperi- 
ty through this artificial process. They 


are very likely to be driven at last to a 
resumption of work at the reduced wages 
which they now refuse to accept. They are 
in fact the sufferers from a policy which 
stimulates industry only to subject it to 
periodical depressions which more than 
offset thetbenefits of factitious prosperity. 








THE AFGHAN CORRESPONDENCE. 


The London Times tersely sets forth the 
impression that must be made upon every 
disinterested reader of the cabled summa- 
ry of the dispatches by means of which 
the negotiations between Russia and Eng- 
land were carried on: ‘‘ Earl GRANVILLE 
constructed the most admirable argu- 
ments, which had an awkward habit of 
disappearing at the very moments one ex- 
pected them to issue forth in action.” 

That is exactly the state of the case. 
England had throughout the best of the 
argument. Russia contented herself with 
producing bad arguments, or none at all, 
for getting and keeping what she wanted, 
and she has succeeded in retaining by 
worse logic than Lord GRANVILLE’S pos- 
sessions to which her title was founded in 
force and fraud, This means, of course, 
that Russia was ready and willing to go 
to war in a bad cause, while England was 
unready and unwilling to take up arms 
for a good cause. 

Mr. GLADSTONE’S backwardness to bat- 
tle can be very easily explained, and is by 
no means discreditable to him. It was 
partly due, no doubt, to his own personal 
aversion to war, and partly, perhaps, to 
the disturbing influence which any for- 
eign war would exert upon British politics. 
But the conclusion to which he came 
must have been reached by any sane 
statesman who was acting under his re- 
sponsibility. It was that England could 
not afford to go to war for a frontier 
which it was necessary to cross hundreds 
of miles of difficult and hostile country in 
order to defend, 

This being true, the English Govern- 
ment is not to be blamed for not fighting. 
What it is to be blamed for is for putting 
forward and supporting by ‘‘ admirable 
arguments” pretensions which it had no 
means and noreal intention of backing 
up. After making the claims there was 
nothing to be done but to back them up 
orto back down from them. The corre- 
spondence strengthens the impression, 
which had become general before, that 
England did not see her way to fighting 
for her frontier. This was evidently the 
impression made upon the Russian diplo- 
matists, who seem to have determined 
that England should not escape by any 
evasion from an unmistakable retreat, 
and this retreat has accordingly been made, 
to the considerable detriment of British 
prestige in Europe as well as in Asia. 

The question why England should have 
made claims that she did not mean to 
sustain and could not have sustained is 
one that is not very easy to answer if we 
look at the relations of Russia and Eng- 
land alone, But it becomes plain encugh 
when we consider the relations between 
the British Government and the British 
people. When the Afghan question was 
suddenly brought to the front in British 
politics the Government was in a very 
precarious situation. A motion of censure 
of its action in the Soudan had been bare- 
ly defeated in the House of Commons, 
and there was a good chance that a re- 
newal of the motion might be successful. 
There was no chance that the position of 
the Government could be redeemed by the 
results of any military operations then 
pending inthe Soudan. The only hope 
lay ina diversion, and this the Afghan 

question offered. As a diversion it so com- 
pletely extricated the Government from 
the snare into which it had fallen that 
Mr. GLADSTONE’s proposal to evacuate the 
Soudan entirely, in order to render the 
troops available for service against Russia, 
was not strenuously opposed. Having 
served its turn, the Afghan question in its 
turn goes to the rear, and the British 
claims, supported by ‘admirable argu- 
ments” though they were, disappear. It 
must be as evident in London as in St. 
Petersburg that Russia, though now the 
aggressor, is right in her position that the 
Russian advance will not cease until the 
Russian and the English possessions are 
conterminous. The hope of maintaining 
a permanent buffer between them is idle. 








DISQUALIFIED INVESTIGATORS. 

An aged friend of the late Henry Sry- 
BERT has recently caused to be published 
in Philadelphia a protest against the man- 
ner in which the University of Pennsyl- 
vania has undertaken to earn the sum of 
$60,000, which was bequeathed to the 
university by Mr. SEYBERT upon condi- 
tion that a committee appointed by the 
Trustees should make a thorough and im- 
partial investigation of modern Spiritual- 
ism. Mr, SEYBERT was a spiritualist, and 
it -is supposed that he believed that the 
proposed investigation would establish his 
creed upon a scientific basis, Hisaged and 
protesting friend is also a Spiritualist, and 
he declares that the eminent gentlemen 
appointed by the Trustees are incapable 
of making an honest and fair inquiry. 
“Through some strange infatuation, 
obliquity of judgment, or perversion of 
intellect,” he says, the Trustees have 
chosen examiners ‘‘ whose education, 
habit of thought, and prejudices singular- 
ly disqualify them from making a thor- 
ough and impartial investigation of the 
subject.” 

That the cause of modern Spiritualism 
is in danger when persons disqualified by 
prejudices and education are allowed to 
conduct such an inquiry was conclusively 
shown a few weeks ago in Stockton, Cal., 
where Mrs. Etsiz REYNOLDS, an accom- 
modating and_ self-sacrificing woman, 
consented to serve as a medium, through 
whose efforts some of the oveople of 





Stockton might be brought face to 


face with the materialized spirits of 
their departed friends, The ‘“cabi- 
net” in which the spirits were to 
assume earthly forms was a triangular 
space in one corner of a room, separated 
from the spectators by black curtains. 
By the dim light of a solitary coal oil 
lamp, whose almost extinguished flame 
was carefully shaded, a spirit clad in 
white was seen emerging from the cab- 
inet. The medium had previously an- 
nounced that this spirit was ‘‘the lace 
girl,” who picked up from the floor pieces 
of lace that had been placed there by 
the invisible spirit of a departed Indian 
squaw. There were among the specta- 
tors four men employed in the office of 
the local newspaper, and as “the lace 
girl” was advancing one of them sprang 
forward and caught her in a firm grasp. 
Whereupon the medium’s son grabbed the 
newspaper man by the throat, and other 
Spiritualists tried to preserve the delicate 
spirit from injury. Just in the nick of 
time the reporter’s three companions who 
were in the room, and several other 
newspaper men, who had been lying in 
wait in the adjoining corridor, eagerly 
joined in the investigation. The original 
investigator did not relax his grip, and 
when the lights were brought in the 
‘‘lace girl’ was found to be Mrs. 
REYNOLDS, who had left the greater part 
of her clothing in the cabinet, where were 
found some pillows dressed up to rep- 
resent spirits of tender years, and a small 
collection of masks and white robes that 
had been used to shield older spirits from 
the harsh air of a cold world. Mrs. Rry- 
NOLDS begged for mercy, and was allowed 
to-go to her room. 

Now it is very plain that these men 
from the newspaper office were not quali- 
fied to make an inquiry concerning the 
materialization of spirits. They were, in 
the words used by the aged and protest- 
ing friend of the late Mr. SryBeErt, 
‘‘singularly disqualified by education, 
habit of thought, and prejudices” from 
making an investigation in the prop- 
er way. Doubtless they believe that 
their investigation was ‘‘ thorough and 
impartial,” but, as Mr. SEyBert’s friend 
showed in his protest, it could not have 
been so, for even ‘“‘a harsh or injurious 
thought” in the investigator’s mind will 
ruin the whole undertaking and make the 
inquiry of no value. If a harsh thought 
brings about such deplorable results it 
follows, of course, that a violent laying on 
of hands must utterly defeat the purpose 
of the investigation. 








RECLAIMING THE CLAM. 


The clam cannot be studied by a 
thoughtful man without a feeling of deep 
sadness. The general design of the clam 
is so admirable—its flavor is so delicious 
and its edible part is so unexceptionable— 
that one cannot think of the excess of 
india rubber with which it is surrounded 
without a keen pang of regret and an in- 
dignant impulse to demand why nature 
has thus wantonly marred her work. 

Strictly speaking, there is no india rub- 
ber about the clam. It was for a long 
time believed that the clam wrapped itself 
in india rubber in order to protect itself 
against the wet, but this was a mistake. 
The tough part of the clam has been ana- 
lyzed by scientific persons and found to 
be mere muscle. What the ignorant pub- 
lic calls the india*rubber of clams should 
henceforth be known by its true name of 
muscle that has been hardened until in 
elasticity and impenetrability to the teeth 
it closely resembles the large, thick over- 
shoe of our fathers. 

Why the clam should be offensively 
muscular while its cousin, the oyster, is 
soft and plump may be a puzzle to ordi- 
nary people, but to the scientific person 
the cause of the difference is plain. The 
clam is an active animal with a wild fond- 
ness for athletic sports. The oyster is a 
quiet, studious, and contemplative ani- 
mal. The one expands and hardens its 
muscles by constant exercise. The other 
renders its muscles weak and tender by 
its quiet habits. 

The clam loves the sea beach. At a depth 
of about ten feet at low tide the sand and 
the sea are alive with clams. Pedestrians’ 
matches, contests in jumping, including 
both the standing and the running jump, 
and hard-fought struggles in wrestling 
are constantly in progress.’ One of the 
chief delights of the clam is surf bathing. 
Young and old, the clam whose beard is 
heavy and the clam that has but just left 
the shell, revel together in the breakers, 
As each swell comes rolling in the 
clams leap up to meet it, and breast 
it with joyous half-opened shells, Clams 
of tender years or of the weaker sex cling 
to the submerged ropes provided for 
human bathers, and their shrieks, as some 
great wave tears them loose and whirls 
them over and over, can often be heard, 
although they are usually mistaken by 
people on the beach for the cries of sea 
gulls. Nothing is prettier than to see 
the mother clam encouraging her young 
brood with tender looks and caressing 
gestures to mingle in the sport of surf 
bathing, knowing as she does. that 
the exercise cannot fail to develop 
and harden their young muscles. She 
may sometimes be seen with half a dozen 
young ones clinging to her shell, and she 
holds them so firmly that it is very sel- 
dom that she is called upon to mourn the 
loss of any one of her family. Indeed it 
is remarkable how few accidents occur 
among clams while bathing in the surf. 
Now and then acareless clam is tossed 
upon the beach and seized by heartless 
children, but in such case the clam is the 
victim of its own hardiness and neglect 
of proper precautions. 

The result of this active life is that every 
muscle of the clam is in constant training 
from its earliest years amd acquires a 
toughness equaled only by the muscles of 
the Spring chicken of country boarding 
houses. Meanwhile the oyster, stretched 
on its bed in some sheltered bay, dreams 
away its life without a thought of the wild 
free life of the vigorous clam. Of course 
its muscles remain undeveloped and can- 
not be distinguished from mere adipose 
tissue. 

Knowing the cause of the toughness of 
the clam, we can now perceive what 
should be done in order to render the 
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‘clam tender. It is a case in which a sort 


of mind cure is needed. We must strive 
to turn the clam’s mind from athletic 
sports and to subdue and eradicate its 
passion for surf hathing. The clam must 
be taught to love repose and to imitate 
the thoughtful and studious oyster. This 
will require time, patience, and firmness, 
but the end in view is worth our utmost ex- 
ertions. The task involves nothing less than 
the civilization of the clam. The details 
of the process by which this is to be accom- 
plished must be carefully arranged. Our 
first step must be to confine the clam to 
an oyster bed and to accustom it to take 
its salt water diluted. It will probably be 
necessary at first to tie the clam to a 
stake, so that it cannot wander away be- 
fore it acquires a taste for better things. 
It would probably be well to begin its 
mental training with Lord TxNnnyson’s 
later poems, which are admirably adapted 
to the comprehension of the average clam, 
and if the clam remained obstinate in 
its dislike to study its spirit might be 
broken by a course of Concord philosophy. 
The experiment has actually been tried by 
an (eminent fishculturist in this State, 
who during the past Winter has kept half 
a dozen clams of different ages in a wash- 
hand basin filled with brackish water, and 
has devoted his whole time to the effort 
to civilize them. He found that the 
younger clams soon developed a taste for 
such of Lord TENNYSON’s verses as those 
on the British Fleet, and they have now 
become as soft and flabby as the oyster. 
The older clams, however, have been more 
obstinate, and though they have aban- 
doned the struggle to escape, and will 
meekly listen to Concord philosophy, they 
display no real love for that sublime 
science and have not grown appreciably 
more tender. In our efforts to reclaim 
the clam we shall probably be compelled 
to confine our attention to the younger 
clams, but there can be but little doubt 
that we can in the course of a single 
generation render the clam as tender and 
toothsome as the oyster. 








Mr. O. B. PoTTER evidently understands 
Gov. HILv’s little weaknesses. ‘‘I think 
the bill to limit the height of buildings in 
New-York ought not to become a law,” 
said he in a dispatch received in the Ex- 
ecutive Chamber yesterday. ‘‘ Itisa blow 
at the mechanics and laborers of New- 
York.” This will instantly attract the at- 
tention of the Governor, who would snub 
twoscore of the purse-proud advocates of 
this bill sooner than disoblige the humblest 
mechanic with a vote. But Mr. PoTTEerR’s 
argument, though shrewd, is not sound. 
In fact, itis bosh. The bill limiting the 
height of buildings strikes a blow at no- 
body. It isa bill for the public comfort, 
the public health, the public safety. It is 
a bill to protect human life. The great 
cities of Europe limit the height of dwell- 
ings. New-York should do so. 








That ‘‘ previousness” which Mr. FREDER- 
Ick Harrison has frequently shown in 
philosophic controversy seems to have got 
him into a bad position in a personal con- 
troversy. Having heard that a book had 
been made in this country of three of Mr. 
Harrison’s articles and three of Mr. 
SPENCER’s articles, Mr. HARRISON flew out 
in a letter tothe London Times describing 
the publication as ‘‘ an unworthy act of 
piracy.” Mr. SPENCER thereupon explained 
that he had no pecuniary interest in the 
American publication, and offered to sub- 
mit the dispute to arbitration. Mr. Har- 
RISON thereupon comes promptly down, 
expresses admiration for Mr. SpEn- 
CER, and ‘‘hopes that the affair 
will not interfere with a continua- 
tion of their friendship.” Considering 
that he could have obtained by a private 
application to Mr. SPENCER the explana- 
tion which was extorted in answer to his 
attack upon Mr. SPENCER in the newspa- 
pers, it seems as if this fond hope might 
not be realized. Procedures like Mr. 
HARRISON’S are apt to strain the personal 
relations even of philosophers.

THE AFGHAN PARLEYINGS 


HOW RUSSIA .OUTWITTED EARL 
GRANVILLE. 

THE ENGLISH SIDE OF THE CASE PERFECT- 

LY PREPARED, BUT INACTION GIVES 


RUSSIA THE ADVANTAGE. 


Loxpon, June 2.—The second set of offi- 
#gial dispatches relating to the Afghan dispute is 
mow made public. The dispatches throw much 
new light upon the subject. Earl Granville, 
Foreign Minister, on April 17, wrote to Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton, British Minister at 8t. Peters- 
burg, as follows: “Baron de Staal (Russian 
Minister at London) informs me that he has re- 
ceived a dispatch from M. de Giers (Russian 
Foreign Minister) ascribing the collision at 
Penjdeh to the military aspect of Sir Peter 
Lumsden’s Boundary Commission, which, he 
Bays, encouraged Afghan pretensions. M. de 
Giers deciined to admit that Gen. Komaroff pro- 
voked the collision.” 

On April 19 Earl Granville wrote to Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton declining to admit that Sir Peter 
Lumsden’s commission had any bearing on the 
question and refuting M.de Giers’s statement 
that English officers had directed the Afghan 
attack. In this dispatch the English Foreign 
Minister said that England could not accept 
Gen. Komaroff's account of the affair as final, 
and that both sides to the controversy must 
make every endeavor to ascertain the facts, 
which should be tried on the basis of the agree- 
ment of March 16 and justice done accordingly. 
M. de Giers, in his repiy to this, declined 
to sacrifice the interests of ussia or 
bubmit the Penjdeh affair to further inquiry. 
Earl Granville replied through baron de Staal, 
proposing arbitration’ and the resumption of 
the Afghan frontier negotiations, aron de 
Staal said he believed that Kussia would de- 
cline the propusal to submit the dispute to 
arlitration, and that even if Russia should 
admit the principle. she would intrust the task 
to none but Emperor William of Germany, 
who would deciine to serve. To this Earl 
Granville said that England had no obé 
jection to Emperor William as arbitra- 
tor, and that he thought that if both 
England and Kussia would ask him to arbitrate 
{t would be impossible for him to refuse. At 


this point M. de Giers proposed to neutralize the 
Penjdeb district pending the result of the Af- 
rhan trontier negotiations, and rl Granville 
stipulated that both the Russian and the Afghan 
soldiers be withdrawn from Penjdeh. On May 4 
Earl Granville replied to Baron de Staal, agree- 
ing to resume the negotiations concerning the 
Afghan frontier, and to submit the Penjdeh dis- 
pute to the decision of an arbitrator if Russia 
and England round themselves unable to settle 
lt otherwise. ; 

The /imes says the impression created by the 
perusal of this second batch of Afeban dis- 
patches is that M. de Giers took measures quietly 
to insure Russian success, leaving the honors of 
the debate to Eari Granville, who busied himself 
constructing the most admirable arguments, 
which, however, had an awkward habit of dis- 
appearing at the very moments one ex- 
pected them to issue forth in action. There 
van hardly bea question that in the whole con- 
troversy Har! Granville demolished every one of 
the Russian arguments and excuses, and arrayed 
pn his own side all the considerations of morality, 
and then failed to draw any practical conclusion. 

The Jimes’s Coustantinople correspondent re- 
orts ar interview which he had with Gen. Sir 
eter Lumsden. The General said that if the 
Russians had been confined to the “desert zone” 
no plausible pretext would remain for them to 
seek to expand or to encroach, When that limit 
had been overstepped, then the water supply, 
pasturage, and the other elements of Russian 
chicanery arose to complicate the matter. For 
this reason Gen. Lumsden believed that the 
Gifficulty had been only temporarily smoothed 
over. The Russians were visibly bent 
upon reopening the question within a 
few weeks or moaoths atleast. Gen. Lumsden 
believes that the object of Russia in her recent 
demonstrations against the integrity of the ter- 
ritory of Afghanistan is to concentrate the at- 
tention of Great Britain by directly menacing 
ber Indian interests in order that she (Russia) 
might have freer scope for her operations in the 
direction of the possessions of Turkey. 

Sr. PErERsBURG, June 2.—Major-General 
the Prince Dolgorouki, attached to the Russian 
Embassy at Berlin, has arrived here, bearing a 
etter from the Emperor William to the Czar.

AUSTRIAN RIOTS AND ELECTIONS. 

Vienna, June 2.—Serious anti-Jewish 
riots have again broken out. They were re- 
newed vesterday with increased violence. The 
inciting cause at the present time is the excite- 
ment of the people growing out of the election 
agitation. The Carmelite Platz was filled with 
8 howling mob and free fights were frequent. 
The shops of the Jews were raided and ruined, 

and their owners violently assaulted. Not 
less than 40 persons were severely wound- 
ed. The police made many arrests, but 
they were powerless to suppress the rioters, and 
were obliged to cail for the aid of the military. 
Otwuer riots of like violence and destructiveness 
have taken place in the Wieden and Neuban 
districts. In these districts the entire — 
force is on duty patrolling the streets and pre- 
venting the gathering of crowds. The German 
Liberal Party bad three of its candidates de- 
teated in Vienna, whicn isa loss of three seats 
in that one city alore. In Leopoldstadt Herr 
Schneider, the anti-Semite candidate, was beaten 
“out of sicsht.” The majority against him is 
6,000 votes. ; 

In the elections yesterday the Liberals in Vi- 
enna elected eight candidates, the Democrats 
three, and the anti-Semites one. The Liberals 
also defeated the present Ministers of Com- 
merce and Agriculture in their respective dis- 
tricts. Salzburg was carried by the Liberals. 
Dr. Edward Herbst, who was Minister of Justice 
in the Cabinet of 1867, and who secured, among 
other reforms, the abolition of imprisonment 
for debt in the empire, bas been elected to the 
Reichsrath by the Liberal Party in Prague.

MR. HOLMAN’S JUNKETING TOUR. 

WasHINGTON, June 2. — Holman, the 
objector and economist of the House and one of 
the self-constituted “watch dogs’ of the 
Treasury, is being laughed at just now by some 
of the Democrats because he has started on 
what they are pleased to call “a junkering 
trip.” During the Jast session, not without 
some Democratic opposition, Mr. Holman 
secured the passage, in the Legislative Ap- 
Propriation bill, of the provision for a com- 
mittee of five members of the Forty- 
ninth Congress. This committee was in- 


structed by the bill to inquire into and inves- 
tigate the expenditures of the appropriation for 
Indians under treaty, for their support, educa- 
tion, or otherwise, and whether any changes 
should be made in such appropriations or their 
expenditure. The committee was also to inauire 
into the expenditures of public money for the 
Yellowstone Park ana the administration of the 
law as applicable to the park. They were to see 
whether any changes could be made-and what 
steps could be taken to make the park “ of prac- 
tical benefit and utility.” The breadth of the 
clause allowing thiseacursion was criticised, but 
because Mr. Holman was to be the Chairman of 
the committee it was allowed to stand as offered. 
The committee is given power to appoint 
subcommittees to visit the places where the ne- 
propriations referred to are expended, and in 
traveling about are authorized to use Govern- 
ment conveyances and means of transportation. 
There is no limit to the sum of money to be ex- 
pended, but the committee cannot draw larger 
amounts tban $1,000 at a time. Mr. Holman 
made his son Paul clerk of the committee. It is 
now announced that Sergeant-at-Arms Lee- 
dom leaves for his home in Ohio to- 
night. where he will be joined by Mrs. 
Leedom, and together they will proceed to 
Omaha, where Kepresentative Holman’s com- 
mittee is to meet. The members of the commit- 
tee will be accompanied by their wives and pro- 
ceed to the nearest point on the Union Pacific 
Railroad to the Yellowstone Park. They will 
visit the Sioux agency, and at Yellowstone will 
leave their families for the Summer and proceed 
overland by team 1,200 miles through Idaho, 
Oregon, Washington Territory, and Nevada to 
the Pacific coast and thence return to their fam- 


iliesand home. The tour will probably last un- 
til October.

The President has removed Mr. Clarence 

Pullen, Surveyor-General of New-Mexico, ap-

THE DETECTIVES BAFFLED 
Sah EEE 
UNABLE TO BRING PROOF AGAINST 
ANGEMIER. 
MRS. HANDS DENIES THAT SHE ACCUSED 
ANY ONE OF MURDERING HER HUS- 
BAND—ANGKMIER WELL SPOKEN OF. 


The detectives who are searching for 
the murderer of Robert H. Hands are convinced 
that they have a difficult task to perform. They 
admit, though notin s® many words, that they 
have no case against Angemier. The latter is 
still in the Leonard-street station. He was taken 
tothe Tombs Police Court yesterday morning 
by Detective-Sergeant Dunn, and at the latter’s 
request was remanded by Justice O'Reilly. 
Angemier’s counsel have procureda writ of 
habeas corpus and will to-day move for his re- 
lease on the plea that there is no legal ground 
for his detention. Capt. Eakins, of the Leonard- 
street station, said yesterday that unless other- 
wise ordered by the court he would hold Ange- 
mier until after the Coroner's inquest had been 
held on Friday. 

Visitors were not allowed to see Angemier 
yesterday. Valentine Hamman, of No. 543 Man- 
battan-avenue, Greenpoint, was among those 
who were denied admission to Angemier’s cell. 
He said he had employed Angemier from Feb. 
15 to May 15, and had allowed him to go simply 
because his own brother was out of a situation 
and he could not afford to employ two clerks. 
Angemier, he said, had talked of going to the 
South or West for his health. He compla‘ned of 
lung troubles. He spoke of Angemier in the 
highest terms, and scouted the idea that he was 

uilty of Hands’s murder. A dispatch from 

ort Jervis stutes that Angemier was born 
there. His father died about 20 years ago. His 
mother then removed to Matamoras, Pike 
County, Penn., where, with the assistance of 
William Steubinger, who afterward married her 
daughter, she leased the Matamoras Hotel, a 
quite famous country hoste!ry. Young Angemier 
was educated in the public schools of Port Jervis, 
and afterward entered the drug storeof Georre 
f.ea there. The dispatch states thut he was con- 
sidered a most exemplary young man, associated 
with the best people of the village, and that no 
one in Port Jervis believes him guilty of the 
murder of Hands. 

The big splashes of blood on the floor of the 
little room in which Hands was kilied still re- 


main, though the blood has dried and become 
the color of mahogany. Residents of the neigb- 
borhood entertain the theory that he was mur- 
dered by some person who found the side door 
open and entered for the purpose of theft. 
In support of this theory they cite a large num- 
ber of burglaries which bave occurred in the 
neighborhood within six months. But so far 
the murderer of Hands appears to have com- 
pletely covered his tracks, 

The Hudson-street drug store is still the cen- 
tre of attraction in its neighborhood, and it was 
visited yesterday by many people who had 
never heard of it before. Among the visitors 
were Mrs. Sarah Barker, of No. 118 India-street, 
Greenpoint, and Miss Louise Hands, of No. 119 
West Third-street. To areporter of THE TIMES 
Mrs. Barker said that she had nursed the mur- 
dered man when he was brought to this country 
from England by his tather, Richard Henry 
Hands, 86 years ago. Miss Louise Hands said 
that the murdered man had told his wife that 
his father was living in this country, he thought, 
but he had no other relatives here. Miss 
Hands _ and her mother were seen at No. 119 
West Third-street last evening. Mrs. Hands is 
the second wife of the murdered drug clerk’s 
father, and from her story it is evident that the 
murdered man knew of the existence of his step- 
mother and half brothers and sister. Mrs. 
Hands and her husband have not lived together 
for 16 years. She was married to him 26 years 
ago. As heevinced a settled aversion to work 
his wife refused to live with him. They parted 
amicably, and two years aro he was admitted to 
the Soldiers’ Home at Bath, Steuben County.

She did not deny that she had enter- 
tained suspicions. of the identity of her hus- 
band’s assassin, but confessed that she no longer 
entertained them, and had no theory to ad- 
vance. Her husband was a widower when 
she married him. She had buried two 
children in the old country, and had 
two living. She had come to this country with 
her husband about 12 years ago, but would not 
be certain about the time. Her husband had 
told her his father was alive, but he did not know 
where he lived. He had not told her that ne had 
any other relatives. A man had called upon her 
yesterday and said he was her husband’s half- 
brother. He had picked up her little girl and 
kissed her. He said he had forgotten to bring a 
photograph ot her husband. She believed him 
to be an impostor, and sent for Mr. Crawford, 
who ordered him out of the house. Mrs. Hands 
had just returned from her husband’s funeral. 
He was buried in Maple Grove Cemetery, Long 
Isiand. Funeral services were held at No. 210 
Eighth-avenue. The Rey. Stephen Merritt, of 
the Franklin-Street Methodist Episcopal Church, 
officiated.

SIX PERSONS BURNED. 


OIL FROM AN EXPLODED LAMP SETS FIRE 
TO THEIR CLOTHING. 

At 10 o’clock last night a dozen persons 
were playing cards and otherwise amusing 
themselves in a small room in the rear of Carl 
Heusler’s dry goods store, on the first floor of 
No. 137 Ludlow-street. Carl had just come in 
with a pitcher of beer when a kerosene lamp ex- 
ploded, and the oil, which ignited, was thrown 


on six of the persons. In the excitnment no one 
had the a of mind to open the door. Sev- 
eral of the persons who were on fire ran to a rear 
window, broke the glass, and were about to leap 
into the yard when Carl managed to open the 
door. and ail madea rush forthe street. Heusler, 
the wife of Gustave Baum, his child, and two 
women were not hurt, and they and neighbors 
extinguished the fire on the clothes of those who 
were less fortunate. 

Then the injured persons ran in several direc- 
tions in search of relief, and at last they were all 
taken to a drug store on Rivington-street, where 
an ambulance from Bellevue Hospital and an- 
other from the New-York Hospitat had been 
summoned. Baum was burned about the face 
end hands; Otto Nicolay, an engineer, of No. 
648 Broadway, was burned on the face; 
Herrman Vatnez, of No. 621 East Sixth- 
street, on the face ‘and neck: Josephine 
Kaiser, of No. 65 Walton-street, Williams- 
burg, on the face and neck; her sister Mary 
on the face, arms, and neck, and Emma Heus- 
ler, Carl’s wife, on the face, neck and arms. 
None of the injured were.considered dangerous- 
ly burned, except Mrs. Heusler, whose recovery 
is considered impossible. Vatnez, Mrs. Heusler, 
Mary Kaiser, and her sister were taken to Belle- 
vue Hospital, and the others went to the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital. The fire partly destroyed 
Heusler’s furniture and damaged his stock.

The death is announced from Berlin of 
the Prince of Thurn and Taxis, at the age of 23 
years. 

Alfred Meissner, the Austrian poet, died 
at Bregenz on Friday, and was buried Monday 
evening. 

Prince Charles Antoine of Hohenzollern, 
the head of the Catholic branch of the royal 


family of Prussia, died yesterday in the seventy- 
fourth year of hisage. He was born on Sept. 7, 
1811, and succeeded his father as Prince of Ho- 
henzollern in 1848. He was created a Royal 
Highness in 1861 by royal decree. He held a he- 
reditary seat in the Prussian Chamber of Lords, 
The Prince was married in 1834 to Princess Jo- 
sephine, a daughter of the late Grand Duke of 
Baden, and his eldest son, who now becomes the 
Prince of Hohenzollern, is Leopold, whose can- 
didature for the Svanieh throng in 1870 resulted 
in the Franco-Prussian war. 


Walter C. Palmer, a son of the late well 
known religious writer of that name, died on 


Monday of apoplexy, at the house of Dr. Den- 
ler, in Long Island City, where he had been un- 
derzoing a course of medical treatment. He 
had been an invalid for nearly seven years, suf- 
fering from consumption.

ANOTHER COURT WANTED. 

CINCINNATI, June 2.—A petition of H. J. 
Jewett forthe removal of the case popularly 
known as Hafer against the Erie Railroad and 
others to the United States court was argued be- 
fore the Superior Court Judges to-day. The 
matter of contention in this proceeding is the 
vight to vote a majority block of the 
stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad, a privilege which the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western has enjoyed. for three 
years. Mr. Jewett asks for the removal of the 
case on the ground that he is a resident ot Ohio, 
while one of the other defendants, the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western, is domiciled in 

w-York. An answer to the petition denies 
that Mr. Jewett is a resident of Ohio, alleging 
that his home is in New-York. 

Aaron F, Perry, Mr. Jewett’s attorney, argued 
that the final entry not og 3 been made, the 
court has no discretion in the 
bound to remove the case. For the Erie Com- 
pany it was contended that the issue having been 
made up and the case neard and a decision given, 
it was now too late to ask for the removal 
of the case to another court. It was also as- 
serted that the only purpose of this move was to 
evade the injunction restraining Mr. Jewett 
from voting the stock in question at the June 
meeting of the Cincinnati, Hamiitonand Dayton 
Road by transferring the case to a court which 
cannot hear it until the October term. 

The court ordered that an entry enjoining 
both Mr. Jewett and the Erie from voting the 
stock in question be made as of the day upon 
which tne decision was rendered. This will pre- 
vent either of these parties from voting the 
stock at the coming election, whether the case 
is transferred to the United States court or not, 
a matter which the court has under advisement.

ANOTHER CUT IN RATES. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company announced to-day that 
it will to-morrow reduce the rate of fare on the 
New-York and Chicago limited express train 
between those two cities from $30 to $25. The 


rate from New-York to other cities will be as 


follows: Columbus, $19 50: Cincinnati, $20 50; 
Indianapolis, $22: Fort Wayne, $23, and St. 
Louis, $27 50. The rate from Philadeiphia to 
Chicago wiil be $23 75. The Chicago limited 
rate has also been $10 higher than the regular 
first-class passenger rate, $5 being the extra fare 
charged for superior accommodations, and $5 
for a double berth in the Pullman sleeping car. 


The seventeen-dollar rate on east and west 
bound first class passenger tickets is being firm- 


ly held by all the lines so far as heard from to- 
ay. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—Yesterday’s meeting 
of the General Passenger Agents of Eastern 
trunk lines does not appear to have fully settled 
the rate war, To-day the Pennsylvania Road 
refused to Hmit the seventeen-dollar rate to 
tickets purchased in Chicago, and insisted on 
not revoking the authority given its West- 
ern agents to issue through tickets on the 
basis of $17 from Chicago to New-York. 
The reason assigned for this refusal was 
the intention of the Pennsylvania people 
to crowd the scalpers. Tre reduction of the 
rate on the Pennsyivania ‘ limited’* to $25 is 
also expected to complicate matters, as it will 
have to be met by the Vanderbilt lines. The 
Chicago representatives of the Pennsylvania 
system give it out that they mean business this 
time, and will arrange their passenger rates 
without regard to competing interests, and will 
under no consideration encourage the scalpers 
who have made Chicago their headquarters. 


THE INTEREST NOT READY. 
BurraLo, June 2.—Holders of the second 
mortgage bonds of the Buffalo, New-York and 
Philadelphia Railroad were somewhat surprised 


when they called at the Farmers and Mechanics’ 


Bank in this city yesterday to receive their 
quarterly interest on the bonds, and instead re- 
ceived a statement from President Gardner that, 
since the appointment of a Receiver for the com- 
pan. sufficient time had not elapsed to arrange 
for \.e interest maturing June 1, It is learned 
that the interest due, amounting to $17,500 in all, 
had not been deposited. President Gardner says 
it is expected that within the next 30 
days a proposition will be made to the bona- 
holders which it is hoped will meet their ap- 
proval. The Receiver evidently does not intend 
to let the bonds default if he can help it. The 
interest on the bonds, which is payable quar- 
terly, is at the rate of 7 percent. The principal 
of $1,000,000 matures in 1908. Many prominent 
citizens of Buffalo are holders of the bonds, 
among them being Messrs. Henry Martin, E. I. 
G. Spaulding. S. S. Jewett, F. H. Root, and Gib- 
son T. Williams. If action is taken to foreclose 
the road it cannot be sold in less than eight 
months,

on bonds, interest on the car trust, cars, and 
losses on lines operated, $1,865,989 61, showing a 
deficit for the year of $710,220 88. The loss to 
the Pennsylvania Company in operating the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago Railway 
was $124,807 40, and the loss in operating the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg was $205,547 93. The 
decrease is mainly owing to the heavy falling off 
in the freight tonnage of coke, ore, and manu- 
factured iron. The only change in the directory 
was the election of Henry D. Welsh to succeed 
Henry M. Phillips, deceased. ‘The organization 
of the board was postponed for the present. 


Boston, June 2.—A bill in equity has 
been brought, returnable in the Supreme Court 
in July, by John W. Fairbanks, one of the 
Trustees of the New-England Car Trust Com- 
pany, against the New-York and New-England 
Railroad Company and the Trustees of the sec- 
ond mortgage for the purpose of requir- 
ing them to issue second mortgage bonds 
for the car trust certificates, on the ground 
that the latter are ‘“‘unsecured debts,” and 
such as should be taken up by second mortgage 
under the provisions of the statute. The de- 
tendants’ answer cannot be anticipated, but it is 
understood that they consider it an amusing 
proposition that a person who holds an absolute 
title to property is an unsecured creditor in re- 
spect of that property. 


BuFraLo, June 2.—Messrs. Sprague, 
Morey & Sprague, attorneys for Mr. Henry Mar- 
tin, Trustee for the holders of the bonds of the 
Springville and Sardinia Railroad, are taking 
proceedings to foreclose on the property, the in- 
terest due on the bonds not having been paid, 
The greater part of the bonds are owned in this 
city. The road 1s a narrow gauge, extending 
from Sardinia Junction, on the Buffalo, New- 
York and Pennsylvania Road, to Springville, N.

PRINCE BISMARCK’ 
YOUNG BARON PUTTKAMER MAKES A 
SUDDEN VISIT TO AMERICA, 

An unostentatious, modest young man, 
who enjoys a glass of beer and a good cigar, and 
who may be seen loitering about the Park Hotel 
in Hoboken, has been the centre of attraction 
among the many German residents of Hoboken 
and the officers of the German steamers who con- 
gregate at that place. He is 28 years of ave, but 
looks younger, and has the appearance of 
& man who has enjoyed life, and is will- 
ing to continue to enjoy it instead of 
brooding over misfortunes and straining his 
nervous system in trying to solve the uncer- 
tainties of the future. He is of medium size, 


with a rosy, jolly face, brown hair. and a small, 


light-colored mustache, which he waxes and 
curls upward on either side of his face. He 
cheerfully enters into conversation when 
spoken to, and replies to questions with a 
frankness that is born of innocence. He has 
has made several friends among the frequenters 
of the hotel, and the proprietor has taken a deep 
interest in him, He is known as the Baron von 
Puttkamer, a member of one of the prominent 
aristocratic families of Prussia. 

A TIMES reporter asked the hotel proprietor 
jJast evening if it was true that the young man 
was a nephew of Bismarck, as had been report- 
ed. The proprietor believed that he was, and 
thought that he must have left home very sud- 
denly, because he had brought little baggage 
or money with him. He then introduced the 
reporter to the Baron, who said that bis full 
name was Ulrich yon Puttkamer, and that 
his family came from Pomerania. His 
father and the Princess Bismarck were first 
cousins. His father died in 1876, and had been 
Landrath and Captain of cavalry in Versin, 
where the young Baron was born, and 
where the family estates are. The Baron 
was the eldest son, and had left at home 
his mother. a widowed sister, Mme. von 
Trebra; four unmarried sisters, and four broth- 
ers, one of whom was an officer in the Tenth 
Uhlans, while the other three were still at school. 
The Baron himself had been a Lieutenant in the 
army and had been obliged to leave suddenly. 

“ How was that ?” asked the reporter. ‘ Did 
you have a duel about some handsome lady ?” 

**Oh, nothing of the kind,”’ replied the Baron, 
laughing. ‘**I had served inthe Second Guard 
Regiment, in Berlin, and at my _ request IL 
was transferred to the Forty-seventh Infantry 
at Strasburg. I got into a quarrel with my 
Major and refused to obey his orders. That is 
an unpardonable offense in the German Army, 


and I had to leave.”

DANGEROUSLY FAST STEAMERS., 


—_—_»——— 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Iam glad to see you are dealing with 
the ‘“‘ ocean greyhounds.”’ It is a question of 
life and death. The magnificence of the steam- 
ers and the splendid work they do would be no 
compensation if they add to the perils of cross- 
ing the Atlantic, and it istime that the public 
should be thoroughly warned, If they decide to 


risk their lives I will not undertake to sey they 
have aright to do it. Suicides are restrained, 
but I write in the interests of people who do not 
know the risks they run, and I believe 
this modern ‘** greyhound” racing multiplies 
the perils of ocean travel. It will not do to say 


casualties are intrequent, and if a life is safer to 
cross in eight days than io seven itis right 


that people should: know it. The Servia was 
some time ago seriously damaged, and recently 
the Germanic was nearly foundered, the Captain 
knocked senseless, some lives lost, the forward 
steering gear, ilot house, and every boat 
washed away. The official excuse is tidal waves 
and earthquakes, The fact, I fear, is the 


steamers. were forced against a heavy 
gale to make a_ fast record, while 
had they been prudently slowed down 
as an ordinary precaution for safety, 
neither accident would have occurred. That 
both steamers did not perish was a mercy, of 
course, but one for which the system deserves no 
credit. Storms are not the only dangers at sea. 
There are fogs and icebergs. The region of their 
usual prevalence {s well known to nautical men; 
but this insane desire for haste leads the grey- 
hounds to court these dangers and multiplies 
the perils ot the trip across. The Government 
issues ice charts, based upon information de- 
rived from the latest incoming vessels, which 
are furnished to all ship Captains, and these are 
thus informed of the latitude to avoid on 
account of icebergs, but they take a short 
cut to make a quick trip, and rush through the 
dense rogs where they know the icebergs are 
prevailing. The City of Berlininthis way in a 
tog collided with anjiceberg—tons‘of ice falling 
on her, breaking down three decks, her forward 
compartment opened, creating. consternation 
and panic. It is true we are told the ship was 
golng slow but to believe this it seems necessary 
to give the iceberg credit for a very unusual 
rate of speed. There is no doubt that the naviga- 
tion of the Northern Atlantic is more or less 
pertious, The fogs are most to be dreaded; there 
8 





s ne safety in running through them at full 
peed. . 

The southern route in the ice region has only 
about 5 per cent. of the fog which is found inthe 
north, and this fact alone should lead mariners 
to adopt it, but in all cases where fogs 
are encountered full speed is madness if 
safety is sought,and may any time result in 
such horrors as a French fishing vessel encount- 
ered, having been run down the other day by 
the City of Rome, with a loss of 22 out of the 24 
on board. If the steamer had been further 
south the accident would have _ been 
avoided, or, even in the fog, if she had 
been running slower it might at least 
have been less fatal. ‘whe City of Richmond, 
according to one of her officers, on her last trip, 
in latitude 41° 30’, passed 40 icebergs in four 
hours, while the writer about the same time, 
in the French steamer Amérique, 30 miles 
further south, in generally bright, clear weather, 
crossed without seeing any ice at all. {ought 
to add that though the Government sends out 
ice charts. it is in some sense at fault 
by stimulating the steamshivs to_ disre- 
gard them. The Postmaster-General gives 
the mails to the fast steamers without 
making any inquiry as to the cautions 
observed, and the steamship companies adver- 
tise the fact to give their vessels prestige with 
the public. No doubt with some people there is 
a craze for fast trips without counting the risks, 
anda popular craze is an epidemic. It may 
baseball or roller skates, and some travelers to 
Europe may become greyhound crazy, but I do 
not believe the general public are mad enough 
toinvite risks and court danger, or that they 
would tolerate these abuses if oy were weil 
informed. The popular notion is that there isa 
great saving in distance by taking the northern 
route, which is not true; the saving is less than 
100 miles. The northern has the advantage of 
colder water and the easier condensation of 
steam, thus saving fuel to the steamer owners; 
but the southern route has the advantages of 
better weather, less fog, and no icebergs, thus 
diminishing the dangers of the trip. 1 ought to 
apologize for asking so much space, but 1 be- 
lieve there are few subjects more important, and 
I find that it isthe common opinion among sailors 
that this greed for fast trips will result in more 
frequent disasters, and that some day a terrible 
wreck will shock and exasperate the civilized 
world. 

1 have no disposition to attack the fast steam- 
ers. I should be glad if the trip could be safely 
made in two days instead of ten. I admire the 
able officers who man the ships, and I only infer 
from results the character of the administration. 
These officers obey their orders, but I think the 
companies take great risks, and if there 
were unnecessary loss of life they and 
not the officers would be responsible. 
I believe there is a growing danger 
which only public opinion can regulate, and 
that safety rather than speed should be culti- 
vated by our transatlantic steamers. It is never 
a paying business to disoblige great companies, 
and the public owesa debt of gratitude to THE 
TIMES for its readiness to fight the public bat- 
tles. I have no desire to be captious, but I have 
had long experience as a mariner, and in the in- 
terests of the public I think this criticism is just.

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- THEGIPT OF MRS. STEWART 


FORMAL PRESENTATION OF THE 
GARDEN CITY CATHEDRAL 

, GREAT THRONG WITNESS THE TRANSFER 
TO THE CHURCH OF PROPERTY WHICH 
COST OVER $2,000,000. 

The wide sward that flanks the railroad 
ftation at Garden City was the scene of rare 
activity yesterday. From early in the morning, 
when trains began to leave carloads of passen- 
pers there, until dark, when the last of them 
came away, the walks and stretches of grass on 
either side bustled with life and color. The silks 
and ribbons of ladies fluttered beside broadcloth 
of clerica! cut. Girls in white dresses, from the 
school of St. Paul, appeared In smiling groups 
at almost every turn. The morning breeze 
inflated the white, flowing gowns of young 
Episcopal priests, who wore sharp-cornered 
black hats, and who moved about as swiftly 
and were as ubiquitous as if they refrained 
from fiying from choice alone. The sun madea 
glistening spot on the green where stood Con- 
nor’s Band, wearing new red coats with polished 
brass buttons and plenty of braid, and helmets 
almost too white to look at in such a giare. 

Until neariy noon the people roamed about, 
enjoying the shade of the trees, the fresh grass, 
and the band’s music. Then the robed priests 
became more active, and under their direction 
lines began to form, of the surpliced clergy in 
one walk the girls in white dresses 1n another, 
of choir boys bearing gilded crosses and silken 
banners in another, of Wardens and Vestrymen, 
of school boys and girls, led by women wear- 
ing the robes of charity, while from all the 
paths men and women walked past the tines and 
within the guarded coors of the catheé¢ral, which 
was to pass by legal gift from Mrs. A. T. Stewart 
to Bishop Littlejohn for the Diocese of Long 
Island. The gathering had assembled to witness 
the gift and the service of consecration by the 
Bishop in the presence of the clergy, Wardens, 
and Vestrymen of the diocese. 

The six divisions of the procession soon 
merged into one after it began to move, and 
when the band left it at the main entrance to 
the cathedral, the great organ welcomed it with 
a burst of melody which the choristers touk up 
with the processional hymn, “Christ is made 
thesure foundation.” The deep altar and all the 
Bpaces within the chancel rail were pescemsey 
occupied by the clergy and_ choristers. 
The altar was covered with flowers, a 
cross of lilies and purple blossoms 
towering among them. The seats opening 
onthe main aisie had been reserved for those 
taking part in theceremonies for whom tbe 
chancel might not afford room. They, too, were 
quickly occupied. Then the laity filled up the 
spare room until the building had as many in it 
as it coul! comfortably hold. Tne seating ca- 
pacity is for 1,500 persons. By putting chairs‘in 
the aisles and sides probably 203 more were ac- 
commodated, while many who had tickets were 
unable to get admission, and wandered about 
outside where they could hear the music while 
enjoying the sunlight, flowers, and charming 
jJandscape. ] 

It took a long time, in spite of efficient direc- 
tion, for all to become seated. The picture was 
a fine one, even in disorder, the white stoles of 
the clergy, the gowns of the Bishops, and the 
Diack collared choristers within the chancel and 
flanking the richand fragrant altar, and a flood 
of soft light warming the tints of a varied gath- 
ering in the body of the building. Mrs. Stewart, 
dressed in modest black silk, sat with Judge 
Hilton inafront pew. Her immediate attend- 
ants, who sat near by, were Mrs. J. Law- 
rence Smith, Mrs. John D. Jones, Mrs. 
John M. Hughes, Master Harry Hughes, 
Mrs. Horace Russell, James B. Hilton, 
Albert R. Hilton, and Frederick Hilton. 
Not far from them sat William Allen Butler, 
Judges John R. Brady and Charies P. Daly. Col. 
Townsend, of Gov. Hill’s staff; William G. Low, 
John P. Hunter, Henry P. Morgan, William 
Nicoll, Seymour L. Husted, William Floyd- 
Jones, and Henry E. Pierrepont. Bishop Little- 
john oceupied the chair at the altar, Within the 
chancel sat Bishops Stevens, of Pennsylvania; 
Howe, of Centrai Pennsylvania; Paddock, of 
Massachusetts; scarborough, of New-Jersey; 
Seymour, of Springfield, Ill.; Starkey, of North- 
ern New-Jersey, and Assistant Bishop Henry C. 
Potter, of New-York; the Rev. E. A. Hoff- 
man, D. . Dean of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary. and the Rev. Drs. Eigen- 
brodt, Hall, Seabury, Buel, Oliver, and 
Richey, of the Seminary Faculty; the Rev. 
Drs. Fairbairn, of St. Stephen’s College; 
E.N. Potter, of Hobart College; G. Williamson 
Smith, of Trinity College; the Rev. Dr. Barnard, 
of Columbia College, and the Rey. Dr. R. A. 
Lamberton, of Lehigh University. Among the 
clergy from this city were the Rev. Morgan 
Dix, the Rev. William R. Huntington, and the 
Rev..M. Van Rensselaer. The Rev. Mr. Baure, 
editor of the Church Review; the Rev. Dr. Tat- 
Jock, secretary of the House of Bishops, and 
representatives of the various missions, and a 
very large number of Brooklyn and Long Island 
clergymen were there. The Rev. Dr. William A. 
Snively, of Brooklyn, had charge of the ar- 
rangements, and supervised the details of the 
celebration. 

The recital by the Bishop and congregation of 
the Twenty-fourth Psalm was barely over when 
Mrs. Stewart, attended by Judge Hilton, pro- 
ceeded to the Bishop’s chair and presented him 
with the deed of the property, which, for $1, to 
be paid, conveyed to the church through him, 
the edifice and grounds on which $2,000,000 kad 
been spent. Judge Hilton read the form of 
presentation. With the deed was a bond provid- 
ing for an annual endowment from the estate of 
$15,000 to be applied to the maintenance of the 
cathedral. As the ceremony ended and Mrs. 
Stewart returned to her pew, bearing well the 
concentrated gaze of the great gathering, the 
organ eaied forth the Doxology, in which all 
joined. Then tne Rev. Dr. Drowne, Dean of the 
cathedral! schools, read the Bishop’s acceptance 
of the gift. 

The sermon, by Assistant Bishop Potter, was 
delivered after the usual prayers and lessons. 
Speaking from a text in First Chronicles, ** The 
palace is not for man, but for the Lord God,” he 
defended and praised the building of a cathedral 
in this country. To complaints that the age de- 
manded hospitals, colleges, asylums, and libra- 
ries instead of cathedrals, he said that was 
partly true, but it needed more than any of 
these the spirit that inspires and originates them, 
and that spirit could be fostered and maintained 
only through Christianity. The enthusiasm of 
humanity was in itself insufficient for the 
tasks it had _ set before itself. Only 
active Christianity could bring home to men the 
great fact of the brotherhood'of humanity. He 
was not unmindful that the original Christians 
worshiped humbly. But it was the best they 
could do. Heconceived it to be the duty of 
Christians to worship in tbe finest places they 
could build, and he rejoiced that here was a 
church home to which the common people might 
freely come on an equality with the grandest in 
the lard. Communion service, which followed 
the sermon, lasted until late in the afternoon.

LIEUT. WRIGHT'S PRIZE. 

Lieut. M. Fisher Wright, of the United 
States war vessel Alliance, reported at the 
United States District Attorney’s office yester- 
day his arrival with his prize, the brigantine 
Ambrose Light. The former Captain of the 
brigantine, Gasper Rodriques, and the mate, D. 
Shomenoff, were brought as prisoners and three 
seaman as witnesses. Lieut. Wright told sub- 
stantially the same story of the capture as has 
been published in Tur Times. The 54 officers 
and seamen found on board had embarked 


at Savanilla, the port of entry for Bar- 
ranquilia, United States of Colombia, and be- 
longed to the insurgent forces at that place. 
On board the vesse! was founa a rough com- 
mission authorizing the vessel to carry guns, 
given by Pedro Lara, a commander at Barran- 
uilla.

TO RETIRE POLICE OFFICERS. 
—_——_—_—.——_——_ 
CHANGES WHICH MAY BE MADE> UNDER 
THE NEW POLICE PENSION LAW. 

The certified copy of the Police Pension 
bill which was at Police Headquarters yesterday 
was in great demand, and was read with interest 
by many officers. Among other of its features is 
&@ provision that the income of the fund be de- 
rived from interest on securities, &c., held by 
Trustees, fines, rewards, and percentages ou 
them, unclaimed money and the sale of 
unclaimed articles in the custody of the 
property clerk, money deducted for sick 
time, police licenee moneys, 25 per 
cent. of the excise moneys under $800,000, 
and all unexpended balances. Ali officers who 


may have served 20 years mey be retired on their 
own application on haif pay, and those who 
shall be physically or mentally incapacitated or 
shall have reached the age of 60 must be retired 
if a majority of allthe members of the board so 
vote. No pension isto exceed $1,000 except that 
of the Superintendent, which shali be $2,500, and 
an Inspector, which shall be $1,750. Service in 
the United States Army during the war of the 
rebellion is to be counted as continuous police 
service to those who volunteered from the police 
force. Pensions to widows and children are not 
to exceed $600 a year. 

Under this law about 125 members of the force 
can or must be retire The law a*ects Super- 
intendent Walling, bu® no action 1n his case will 
be taken this week, it is said. He was asked 
yesterday about the biil and his status, and he 
said that he had not read it, but knew that the 
clause which limits the age of members of the 
force to 60 affected him. No member of the 
board had asked him to resign, accept.a pension, 
or acquiesce in a removal from office, and he 
proposed to say nothing until the subject was in 
better shape. He had heard a rumorthat the 
sexagenarian clause was interpolated after the 
bill was passed, but all he knew about this was 
that ex-Commis-ioner Matthews, who drew up 
the bill, said it was not in it when he sent it to 
Albany. 

It is not yet known how the Commissioners 
willconstrue the sexagenarian clause. If it is 
decided to be mandatory no time will be :ost in 
replacing officers against whom in operates by 
younger men. If otherwise, the result wili be 
practically the same, for the positions occupied 
by men who can be retired by three votes of the 
members of the board are coveted, and the pres- 
sure brought to bear to oust them will be too 
great to long resist. 

The clause virtually renders vacant the posi- 
tions of the following superior officers: Super- 
intendent G. W. Walling, Inspector George W. 
Dilks, Capt. C. W. Caffry, First Precinct: Capt. 
Jeremiah Petty, Thirteenth Precinct; Capt. J. J. 
Mount, Nineteenth Precinct, and Capt. Theron 
R. Bennett, Thirty-third Precinct. Inspector 
William Murray is named as Mr. Wall- 
ing’s probable successor. The vacant In- 
spectorship in his district and _ that 
made by the retirement of Mr. Dilxs will ap- 

arently fall to the lot of Capt. Alexander 8, 
Villiams, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, and 
Capt. John J. Brogan, of the Fifteenth Precinct, 
although when Mr. Walling’s retirement was 
considered probable last year Capt. Chacles 
McDonnell, of the Eighth Precinct, claimed to 
have better chances than Capt. Brogan. 

These changes will make six vacancies for 
Police Captains. That in the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct will undoubtedly be filled by the pro- 
motion of Sergt. Josiah A. Westerveit, and 
Detective Sergeant Edward Slevin will secure a 
Captaincy. There is a score of availab!e can- 
didates for the other four. The law will also 
create vacancies for two Police Surgeons, half a 
dozen Sergeants, and about 90 patrolmen. 





SOMETHING NEW IN TYPE. 


THE NOVEL CASE EXHIBITED AT THE 


PRINTERS’ CONVENTION. 

A case of “self-spacing type’’ was yes- 
terday placed on exhibition at the convention of 
the International Typographical Union, and at- 
tracted the attention of nearly every priater 
present. The basis on which the type is con- 
structed is that of 13 ems pica toa line, and for 
nonpareil the smallest spaces are of such a width 
that 152 of them will exactly fillaline. The 
width of every character is regulated with ref- 
erence to this division as a unit, so that, for in- 
stance, the lower case “a’’ is four units wide, 
the letter *“*e” three units, and so on throughout 
the alphabet. Itis evident that it would be im- 
possible to combine characters and spaces of the 
type based on this division that would not 
fill. a line of 18 ems pica either 
exactly or with a certain number of 
exact units too little, which could be remedied 
by a space or two of the required number of 
units in width, leaving every line of a true uni- 
formity in width. Where nonpareil is divided 
into 152 units minion is divided into 136, brevier 
into 128, bourgeois into 120, long primer into 112, 
small pica into 104, and pica into 96. All these 
numbers have a common divisor with 152, and 
hence may be set to the same measure. Aside 
from the evenness in work gained by the self- 
spacing type, it is asserted that it can be set up 
3314 per cent. quicker than common type, and 
as 28 of the most common lower case characters 
are of the same size they can be substituted 
for one another in correcting proofs without 
changing a space. There are but eight widths 
ot type in the case, whereas in ordinary fonts 
there are about 190,

EXPELLED ALTHOUGH NOT MEMBERS. 

The names of J. L. Brisbane, A. Hull, and 
W. H. Diamond were bulletined on the floor of 
the Produce Exchange yesterday as having been 
dropped from the membership rojl. It was ex- 
plained that the three men had been expelled 
for non-payment of gratuity fund assessments. 
The rules provide that when a member of the 
fund is in arrearsin his payments fora longer 
period than six months he shal! be expelled. Mr. 
Diamond paid the amount that he owed the fund 
soon after his name was posted, but his name 
was nevertheless allowed to remain on the bulle- 
tin board. An interesting point was involved in 
these expulsions. Neither Mr. Brisbane nor Mr. 
Hull had been actual members of the Exchange. 
They simply rented their memberships, which, 
however, entitled them tothe privileges of the 
gratuity fund. Recently they sent word to the 
officers of the Exchange that they had relin- 
quished their memberships to the owners, and 
that they were not disposed to pay anything to- 
ward the gratuity fund. The managers expelied 
them, and gave notice that the seats which they 
had held would be sold at auction to satisfy the 
claims of the gratuity fund against them. The 
question now arises whether the Exchange pos- 
sesses the right to sell a seat in order to satisfy a 





' claim against the lessee of that seat.

WORK OF THE ACTORS’ FUND. 

About 200 persons attended the annual 
meeting of the Actors’ Fund Association, at the 
Union-Square Theatre, yesterday afternoon. 
Harry Miver presided. The Presidept’s report 
showed that 234 actors had been relieved during 
the year, 151 of them in this city. Secretary 


Baker reported that five worthy members of 
the profession are in St. Vincent's Hospital, one 
in a hospital at Boston, and one ina San Fran- 
cisco hospital. Twenty-six funerals were held 
under the auspices of the fund in this city, six 
in Brooklyn, two in Jersey City, and 13 in other 
cities.

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NEW STEEL MAKING 





SOME OF THE ADVANTAGES CLAIMED FOR 
" THE CLAPP-GRIFFITH METHOD. : 
The metal market has been dull of late, 

and the dealers in iron, steel, and other metals 

have had abundance of opportunity to observe 
and discuss the experiments of metal manufact- 
urers and the changes in processes. The recent 
introduction of the Clapp-Griffith process of 
making steel into the Oliver works, at Pittsburg, 
has attracted much attention. Many advan- 
tages have been claimed for this process, one of 
the most important being that it will enable the 
manufacture of steel to be carried on witha 


small plant. Heretofore a great drawback in 
steel manufacture has been the necessity of es- 
tablishing large plants,which are verv expensive, 

About a dozen Clapp-Griffith steel plants have 
been licensed. If the product of these plants prove 
to be of as much practical value as is claimed for 
them, the effect upon the iron trade will be im- 
portant, It is alleged that by this procoss a steel is 
produced which is very low in the percentage of 
carbon, and which can be worked and welded as 
easily as the softest iron. But few puddlers 
will be needed in the new process, their work 
being done id machinery. Persons who have 
investigated the workings of the Clapp-Griffith 
plants say that if the process stands the practi- 
cal test of time, it will probably check the im- 
portation of iron ores by utilizing ores high in 
phosphorus, which have hithert » been of no use 
in the manufacture of steel. Oneofr the great 
advantages claimed for the new process over the 
Bessemer process is that the former will. elimi- 
nate the phosphorus from the iron ores, while 
the Bessemer process will not. 

Members of the New-York Metal Exchange 
have discussed the Clapp-Griffith process during 
the past few weeks. ne of them said of it yes- 
terday: “ While this process is not wholly new, 
it seems to have some advantages over the com- 
mon process of making steel, andif it develops 
qualities of permanent excellence, 1t may in 
time supercede the Bessemer process. It takesa 
great while, however, to get a hew idea like 
this accepted by manufacturers. The Besse- 
mer process was regarded with suspicion and in- 
difference by metal workers for many years 
after it had been pre, perfected.” 

According to the testimony of old steel mak- 
ers and dealers, the experiment of making steel 
out of scrap iron has been tried with apparent 
success for several years. No practical benefits 
have, however, accrued from such experiments. 
The most recent discovery that steel can be 
made of scrap iron appears to have been made 
by Thomas Lipsey, foreman in the foundry of 
the Scioto Valley car shops in Portsmouth, 
Ohio. The Portsmouth Tribune and Republican 
of May 27saysof Mr. Lipsey: ** After long and 
patient experiments he can take scraps of the 
most worthless iron, such as old bolts, bits of 
wrought and cast iron, oyster cans, and rusty 
scraps, cOmmanding only half a cent a pound, 
and make steel of a finer grain than the Besse- 
mer steel, not only with the strength of wrought 
iron, but more than 50 times its strength. Mr. 
Lipsey holds a secret that will revolutionize the 
mechanical world.” 

Secretary Schryver, of the Metal Exchange. 
said that steel had been made of seran troa, but 
not in quantities for use. The trouble with 
that kind of steel was that different scraps of 
iron necessarily contained different chemical 
elements, which would have to be eliminated or 
harmonized before pure steel! couid be produced. 
The process of getting rid of these varied 
chemical elements. Mr. Schryver thought, 
ere to be somewhat elaborate and pro- 
tracted,

It has been arranged, however, that the 
steam company shall continue its excavations 
to the left of the tracks, from Duane-street up 
Broadway, so that there will be no interruption 
to the work on either side. ** Mr. Sharp don’t 
want our pipes under his tracks,” said President 
Andrews yesterday, ‘“‘and I’m sure we don’t 
want them there. Everything is harmonious 
between us and the railroad company, and there 
will be no trouble when we meet.” 

The steam company will Jay its pipes as far as 
Canal-street, that being the furthest point at 
which the down-town station can feed them 
properly. It is then intended to begin at Madi- 
son-square and lay pipes up Fifth-avenue to 
Central Park, going ahead of the new pavement 
which is to be laid.

A VERDICT FOR OVER $5,000 AGAINST THE 
UNITED STATES TRUST COMPANY. 

An unindorsed check for $5,000, drawn 
by the late Dr. J. Marion Sims on the People’s 
Bank in favor of the United States Trust Com- 
pany, was deposited with the latter corporation 
by Gilbert L. Crowell in the latter part of 1887. 
Crowell deposited it to his own account as Trustee 
for Dr. Sims, who wasthen in Europe. With- 
in a month he drew its amount from the Trust 
Company. It was subsequently discovered that 
Crowell was a defaulter to a large amount, hav- 
ing made use of money: belonging to a num- 
ber of trust estates. A friend of Dr. Sims induced 
Crowell to give hima note, made by a‘mining 
company, as security for the doctor. On his re- 
turn tothiscity Dr. Sims repudiated this note 
and made a claim against the trust company on 
the ground that, as it had no iegal notice that 
Crowell held a power of attorney from him, it 
had no right to allow him to draw against the 
check he deposited, After Dr. Sims's death his 
son, as his Executor, sued the United States 
Trust Company. The case was tried last Decem- 
ber before Judge:Andrews and a jury, anda 
verdict was directed for the plaintiff. The Gen- 
eral Term sent the case back for a retrial on the 
ground that it should have been allowed to go 
to the jury. 

The defense of the trust company was that it 
had paid the money to Crowell in accordance 
with the established custom of banking corpora- 
tions to regard checks drawn to their order, and 
bearing no restrictive indorsement, as cash 
subject to any disposition that the depositor 
chooses to make of it. ‘'he second trial ended 
before Judge Lawrence andajury yesterday. 
The jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff for the 
full sum claimed—$5,420. Messrs. Davenport 
and Gray appeared for Dr. Sims, and Messrs. 
Stewart and Boardman for the trust company. 


STOCK BROKERS MULCTED. 

For several months the firm of J. W. 
Kohlsaat & Co., Pine-street brokers, were en- 
gaged in manipulating a‘ pool” of the stock of 
the Underground Electric Cable Company, the 
price of which vibrated in the market between 
10 and 180. William McMahon told them that be 


knew of a block of the stock which could be got 
cheap. J. A. McCord, a member of the firm, 
went to Bellows Falls, Vt.. with Mc- 
Mahon, and there got possession of 155 
shares. Subsequently McMahon’ declared 
that 100 of the shares belonged to him 
as Trustee for his wife, and that he had 
allowed them to go into the hands of Kohlsaat 
& Co. for sale. Kohlsaat & Co. rejected his 
claim, asserting that they had bought the entire 
lot of shares for $450, or less than $3 each. Mc- 
Mahon sued them for fraudulent conversion of 
the 100 shares, and the case was tried before 
Judge Lawrence and a jury in the Supreme 
Court. The person who had had possession of the 
stock while it was at Bellows Fails supported 
McMahon's claim. The defense was that Kohl- 
saat & Co. had been induced to seek the shares 
merely because of the fact that they could be 
gotso much below the market price here. The 
jury gave McMahon a verdict for $2,000.
